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RIGOROUS MEASURES IN LUZON. 


It is evident from the following circulars issued by 
Brig. Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U. S. A., commanding in 
Batangas province, island of Luzon, that experience has 
convinced him that nothing short of the most rigorous 
military measures will crush the insurrection in that hot- 
bed of Tagalog treachery and crime. General Bell is an 
officer of the highest courage and intelligence whose rec- 
ord in the Philippines is a story of ceaseless activity and 
splendid results in support of American authority. He 
has been in Batangas for months. He is acquainted with 
the Tagalogs and their ways. He has personally studied 
the situation in all its bearings, and if it cannot be said 
of him that he knows just what he is talking about, 
then there is no man in the Army of whom it can be said. 
The sub-joined circulars show that half-way measures 
in dealing with the insurgents are futile and almost sui- 
cidal. The enemy must be taught what war really means. 
Major General Chaffee in recent orders declared that 
there was widespread organized treachery among the 
Tagalogs. ‘hese conditions fully justify the radical 
measures which have been adopted to crush the revolt 
in Batangas. General Bell’s circulars are as follows: 

Telegraphic Circular No. 2, Batangas, Dec. 8, 1901. 

To all Station Commanders: In order to put an exd to 
enforced contributions, now levied by insurgents upon 
the inhabitants of sparsely settled and outlying barrios 
and districts, by means of intimidation and assassination, 
commanding officers of all towns now existing in the 
provinces of Batangas and Laguna, including those at 
which no garrison is stationed at present, will immediate- 
ly specify and establish plainly marked limits surround- 
ing each town bounding a zone within which it may be 
practicable, with an average sized garrison, to exercise 
efficient supervision over and furnish protection to in- 
habitants (who desire to be peaceful) against the depre- 
dations of armed insurgents. Those limits may include 
the barrios which exist sufficiently near the town to 
given protection and supervision by the garrison, and 
should include some ground on which live stock could 
graze, but so situated that it can ve patrolled and watched. 
All ungarrisoned towns will be garrisoned as soon as 
troops become available. 

Commanding officers will also see that orders are at 
once given and distributed to all the inhabitants within the 
jurisdiction of towns over which they exercise super- 
vision, informing them of the danger of remaining outside 
of these limits and that unless they move by Dec. 25 from 
outlying barrios and districts with all their moveable food 
supplies, including rice, palay, chickens, live stock, ete., 
to within the limits of the zone established at their own 
or nearest town their property (found outside of said 


zone at said date) will become liable to confiscation or 
destruction. The will be tted to move houses 
from outlying districts should they desire to do so, or to 
construct temporary shelter for themselves on any vacant 
land without compensation to the owner, and no owner 
will be permitted to deprive them of the privilege of do- 


ing so. 

» the discretion of commanding officers the prices of 
necessities of existence may also be regulated in the in- 
terest of those thus seeking tection. 

As soon as peaceful conditions have been re-established 
in the territory of this brigade these persons will be en- 
couraged to return to their homes and such assistance be 
rendered them as may be found practicable. :

Telegraphic Circular No. 3, Batangas, Dec. 9, 1901. 

To all Station Commanders: A general conviction, 
which the brigade commander shares, appears to exist that 
the insurrection in the territory of this brigade continues 
because the greater part of the people, especially the 
wealthy ones, pretend to desire but in reality do not want 
peace. That when all really want peace we can have it 
promptly. Under such circumstances it is clearly indi- 
cated that a policy should be adopted that will as soon 
as possible make the people want peace and want it 
badly. ° 
It’ is an inevitable consequence of war that the inno- 
cent must generally suffer with the guilty, for when in- 
flicting merited punishment upon a guilty class it is un- 
fortunately at times impossible to avoid the doing of dam- 
age to some who do not individually deserve it. 

For reasons here indicated, which are well known to 
all, and chief of which is the delay and difficulty in ascer- 
taining the exact truth, it will be impossible to wage war 
efficiently and at the same time do abstract justice in op- 
erations unquestionably essential to putting down an in- 
surrection which has long continued in the territory of 
this brigade. 

Natural and commendable sympathy for sufferng and 
loss and for those with whom friendly relations may have 
been maintained, should therefore take a place subordi- 
nate to the doing of whatever may necessary to bring 
a people, who have as yet not felt the distressing effect 
of war, to a realizing sense of the advantages of peace. 

War in the disturbed portions of the territory of this 
brigade, and, when manifestly necessary, in those portions 
supposed to be peaceful or which are under civil gov- 
ernment, will be conducted in accordance with the provi- 
sions of G. O. 100, A. G. O., 1863, which publishes in- 
structions for the government of armies of the United 
States in the field. The provisions of this order will be 
directly adhered to, but no station commander will put 
any one to death as a measure of retaliation for assas- 
sination under sections 27, 28, 34, and 148, without ob 
taining authority from a superior commander, nor will 
the death penalty be innicted in any case without similar 
authority. 

Commanding officers are urged and enjoined to use their 
discretion freely in adopting any or all measures of war- 
fare authorized by this order which will contribute in their 
judgment toward enforcing the policy or accomplishing 
the purpose above announced. 

It is not necessary to seek or wait for authority from 


these headquarters to do anything or take any action. 


which wiil contrivute to the end in view. It is desired 
that sub-district commanders accord to their subordinate 
officers and commanders a degree of confidence and lati- 
tude in operations similar to that herein conferred upon 
them. Such restraint and supervision only should be ex 
ercised as is dictated by sound discretion, and as may 
be essential to securing concert of action and co-operation 
when desirable, adherence to authorized methods, and 
uniform policy and harmonious action in working for a 
common end. Subordinate commanders and young offi- 
cers of experience should not be restrained or Eecvaragee 
without excellent reason, but should be encouraged to 
hunt for, pursue and vigorously operate against armed 
bodies of insurgents wherever they may be found. 

Except when the advantage in ition and numbers 
is overwhelming, on the side of the enemy, our troops 
should alwavs assume the offensive and advance on and 
pursue them vigorouslv. The best defense against these 
people is to assume a vigorous offensive at once. To retire 
in the presence of this enemy is generally hazardous and 
discouraging to our troops. - 3 

Nothing herein contained will be so interpreted as to 
warrant or arouse carelessness or a lack of well known 
and proper precautions. Though troops should be aggres- 
sive, they should be military in methods and precautions 
against surprise and ambush should never be neglected. 

In addition to maintaining active operations against 
armed bands of insurgents, persistent and systematic 
efforts will be made through the use of spies, loyal po- 
lice, native scouts, intelligence officers, provost marshals, 
and provost courts to discover, apprehend and punish all 
agents, collectors, organizers, contributors and sympathiz- 
ers who secretly aid, assist and extend encouragement or 


comfort to those in arms. Many such persons will un- 
questionably be found among municipal officials and 
councils and tenientes of cabezas of barrios. [Lieutenan:. 
ef the head of a barrio.—Editor. ] 

It is so probable as to amount almost to a certainty that 
the election of all town officials in the province of Batan- 
gas and Laguna have been dictated by Malvar or other 
insurgent leaders and that they would never have been 
permitted to discharge their functions without molestation 
had they not continued to be subservient to the will of the: 
insurgent leaders and been acting as their ts or at 
least have done nothing inconsistent with interests. 

The only acceptable and convincing evidence of the rea! 
sentiments of either individuals or town council should 
be such acts publicly performed as must inevitably ¢6mmit 
them irrevocably to the side of Americans by ar@@ping 
the animosity and opposition of the insurgent eleffent.. 
Such acts are reliable evidence, but mere words are worth. 
less. No person should be given credit for loyalty simpty 
because he takes the oath of allegiance or y con- 
veys to Americans worthless information and idle rumors 
which result in nothing. Those who publicly guide our 
troops in operations against the enemy, who denounce’ 
and assist in arresting the secret enemies of the govern- 
ment, who publicly obtain and bring reliable and val- 
uable information to commanding officers, those in fact 
who publicly array themselves against the insurgents 
and for Americans, should be truste. and given credit 
for loyalty, but no others. No person should be given 
credit for loyalty solely on account of his having done 
nothing for or against us so far as known. Neutrality 
should not be tolerated. Every inhabitant of the territory 
of this brigade should either be an active friend or be 
classed as an enemy. * * * 

Presidentes and chiefs of police against whom sufficient 
evidence can be found to convict them before a court of 
violating their oaths by acting as agents for insurgents. 
or by aiding, assisting or protecting them in any way, 
should be arrested and confined, and should ordinarily be 
tried by Military Commission. Charges should be pre- 
ferred and forwarded with that in view. Other town offi 
cials guilty of similar offenses might be tried by Provost 
courts unless their offense be too grave for adequate pun 
ishment thereby. 

Another dangerous class of enemies are wealthy sym 
pathizers and contributors who, though holding no officia! 
positions, use all their influence in support of the in 
surrection, and while enjoying American protection for 
themselves, their families and property secretly aid pro 
tect and contribute to insurgents. Chief and most im 
portant among this class of disloyal persons are native 
priests. It may be considered a8 practically certain that 
every native priest in the provinces of Batangas and La 
guna is a secret enemy of the government, and in active’ 
sympathy with insurgents. These are absolutely ou)’ 
most dangerous enemies—more dangerous even than arm 
ed insurgents—because of their unequalled influence.They 
should be given no exemptions whatever on account of 
their calling. On the contrary, whenever sufficient evi 
dence is obtainable they should be brought to trial. Should 
well founded suspicion rest against them, in the absence of 
competent evidence, they should be confined and held as 
a necessary military precaution to preclude further ac- 
tivity or bad influence on their part. 

The same course should be pursued with all of this 
class, for to arrest any one believed to be guilty of givinr 
aid or assistance to the insurrection in any way or of 
giving food or comfort to the enemies of the government, 
it is not necessary to wait for sufficient evidence to lead 
to conviction by a court, but those strongly suspected of 
complicity with the insurrection may be arrested and 
confined as a military necessity and may be held indefi- 
nitely as prisoners of war ip the discretion of the station 
commander or until receipt of other orders from higher au 
thority. It will frequently be found impossible to obtain 
any evidence against persons of influence as long as they 
are at liberty, but once confined, evidence is easily ob- 
tainable. * * * ; 

The apprehension and punishment of one individual 
of the above mentioned classes (men of wealth and stand 
ing and officials) is of greater importance and will exercise” 
greater influence than the punishmert of a hundred ig 
norant hombres for whose suffering no principale cates 
a straw. The wealthy and influential and town and in- 
surgent officials are therefore those against whom ou 
most energetic efforts should be directed. The common 
people amount to nothing. They are merely densely ig 
norant tools who blindly follow the lead of the principales. 
When guilty they must be arrested and confined in order 
to put an end to further activity on their part, but 
whenever it is possible to reach their chief or leader 
through their testimony thev may be promised immunity 
from trial for such simple offenses as aiding and assisting 
or being insurgents. They should not be released, how- 
ever, unless they are willing to demonstrate their loy- 
alty by public participation in operations against their 
former leaders. 

The policy herein indicated need not be applied, should 
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commanding officers be convinced it is inadvisable, in 
those portions of the territory of this brigade where peace- 
ful conditions have been completely re-established as in 
Marinduque for example. Discretion should also be exer- 
cised as to the degree of rigor to be employed in its en- 
forcement in those portions of the territory of the brigad 
where civil government exists and where no organized in- 
surrection or intrigue is discoverable. 

Wherever the constabulary have been organized, cordial 
co-operation will be extended to and solicited from them. 
Commanding officers will promptly transmit by wire to 
other commanding officers any information which may 
possibly be of assistance to them and are expected to seek 
co-operation and concert of action from each other when- 
ever such may appear to be desirable.

NAVAL DUELS OF THE OLDEN TIME. 


Among the duellists of our old Navy was Midshipman 
Alexander McClung, a hot-headed Kentuckian, who was 
compelled to resign for fighting a duel with a messmate, 
Addison C. Hinton, who resigned in 1833. Rear Admiral 
kh. F. Sands, in his volume of reminiscences, “From 
Reefer to Rear Admiral,” tells us that the duel took 
place under the wall of Montevideo in 1830, Hinton be- 
ing wounded in the thumb of the right hand, and Mc- 
Clung receiving a painful flesh wound in the right arm. 
This wound prevented McClung from fighting another 
duel with Midshipman J. T. Williams, which had been 
arranged for. McClung had entered the Service with 
the impression that to make a good record in it he must 
tight his way through. After his resignation, in 1829, af- 
ter one year’s service, he had several affairs, in one of 
which he killed his antagonist, himself falsifying all the 
prophecies concerning him by finally dying in his bed 
instead of with his boots on. Another encounter describ- 
ed by Admiral Sands was that between Lieut. Joshua R. 
Sands, who died as a Rear Admiral in 1883, and Asst. 
Surg. Henry Willis Bassett, who was shot near the 
heart and soon expired. Sands did his best to avoid the 
encounter but Bassett would have it. When Sands return- 
ed home he reported to the Secretary of the Navy, and 
to President Jackson, who told him that he would not in- 
terfere between officers whose profession was fighting, 
but that he was determined to stop duelling between offi- 
cers and citizens, and had dismissed three, Lieutenants 
Hunter, Westcoat, and Burns, for affairs with a young 
Philadelphia doctor. Surg. William Johnson, who was 
Sand’s second, afterwards became a medical director and 
died April 7, 1876. 

According to Admiral Sands Stephen C. Rowan owed 
his elevation to the rank of Vice Admiral to a quarrel he 
had with David D. Porter, when the two were lieutenants, 
which nearly resulted in a duel. Porter annoyed Rowan 
while he was at the draughting table one day, and en- 
gaged with delicate work on a chart, by prodding the 
soft wood of the table with a pair of dividers. Hot 
words followed, and the men clinched, but were separated 
by their friends. Sands, who was a warm friend of both 
men, accepted the office of second to Porter in the hope 
that he might arrange the affair which he finally succeed- 
ed in doing, after much correspondence, the seconds re- 
ceiving and rejecting various protocols, until a form ac- 
ceptable to all was agreed upon. Porter afterwards told 
Sands that when the President asked his opinion as to 
the choice between Rear Admiral John Rodgers and 
Rowan for Vice Admiral, he said: , 

“Where both are equally worthy of preferment, it is 
difficult, Mr. President, to determine, but this officer,” 
placing his finger on the name of Rowan, “and I, when 
we were young officers, had a most serious difficulty, and 
if the other officer should be selected, it might be said by 
those of my brother-officers who are cognizant of the af- 
fair, that I had used my influence in his favor from ill- 
feeling toward the one who is the senior, and this I 
would not have one think me capable of doing.’ 
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MALVAR HARD TO CATCH. 


Major R. L. Bullard, Subsistence Department, U. 8. 
A., now stationed at Fort Sam Houston, Texas, is well 
remembered in Alabama, having commanded the 3d Ala- 
bama Infantry during the war with Spain. He has sent 
to the Montgomery, Ala., Advertiser, an interesting let- 
ter, in which he says: 

“Referring to the Filipino insurgent General Malvar, 
the press of some parts of the country has recently been 
suggesting the use of ‘sufficient force’ to catch him. The 


difficulty about capturing General Malvar has been not 
our failure to use sufficient force, but the fact that the 
general is a born actor, an adept at disguise and an un- 
wearying traveller who never except among tried friends 
appears as Malvar, the insurgent, and never stops twice 





in one spot, nor then a whole day, or all of one night. 
He is a vigorous, indefatigable young man with all the 
pertinacity that marks the strongest Tagalo character, 
with the cunning of a fox and the wildness and watch- 
fulness of the antelope. 

“After two weeks of ular warfare against him in 
January, 1900, I sca and disorganized his force. 
Then followed for us ten months of scouting, marching 
hunting, chasing, watching, for him, a man who changed 
from a soldier to a citizen in a second, who was a cock- 
fighter one day, a peddler the next, and a harmless coun- 
tryman the next—anything and everything except Gen. 
Miguel Malvar, the incorrigible insurgent and guerilla. 
Of ee ten months’ hunt these are some of the things I 
may tell: 

“First—I surprised him at an early morning break- 
fast, got a part of his boiled rice and his horn spoon 
and er ee | else. 

I nd ne day on a scout I stopped a simple bare- 
footed countryman with a fighting cock under arm, 
going, he pleasantly answ me, to the cock-fight in a 
little town where my command was then stationed. He 
perfectly accounted for himself and I allowed him to pass 
on. The next day the natives were all laughing at me for 
letting Gen. Miguel Malvar trick me with a game cock 
and attend the Sunday cock-fight in my own camp which 
was his own home and native town! 

“Third—One of my young officers on a scout met on a 
mountain path a bare-footea, stoop-shouldered Filipino, 
who stopped, moved aside out of the path and gravely 
removed his little hard derby hat in respectful saluta- 
tion as the officer passed A little further on that 
officer nearly fainted to learn that this ordinary, innocent- 
looking fellow with the funny little hard hat was Gencral 
Malvar. Of course the officer turned back and ran him- 
self out of breath, but he never got another glimpse of 
the General. 

“With his incorrigible, defiant insurgency, his tenacity, 
his surpassing cunning, skill and wit displayed in his 
many narrow escapes from our troops, the general has 
become the romantic hero of his people who will help, 
hide and save him at every chance. - Of what use is force 
(beyond a certain small number) to catch such a man? 
We need force to everawe his insurrection and to break 
up and keep down his guerilla bands, whenever and as 
fast as they show themselves, but cunning and luck, not 
force must be the means by which the wily general must 
finally be brought to the end of his career as an insur- 
gent.”

Recent advices from Pekin picture a situation which, 
if it actually exists, is amazing, not to say alarming. Of 
the positions held in that city by the legation guards of 
the several foreign powers pledged to maintain such safe- 
guards, the most important is the Chien Men Gate which 
is occupied by Major Edgar B. Robertson, 9th Inf., 
U. S. A., and a detachment from that regiment. Yet if 
we may credit the despatches alluded to, the American 
guard is absolutely without artillery for emergency use, 
in spite of the fact that the Austrians, the Germans, and 
the British all have fortified their positions with heavy 
guns, and are frequently seen drilling with them. It is 
said, moreover, that Major Robertson, with the approval 
of Mr. Conger, the American Minister to China, recently 
applied to the War Department for two guns, and that 
this application was refused on the recommendation of 
Mr. W. W. Rockhill, late Special Commissioner of the 
United States in Pekin, who declared that artillery was 
not only unnecessary, but that its presence would be 
harmful. If Mr. Rockhill has given any such advice, he 
has taken upon himself an exceedingly delicate responsi- 
bility, for, with all proper deference to his undeniable 
ability and experience as a diplomat, we are yet persuad- 
ed that the most trustworthy judge of the real needs of 
the situation is Major Robertson, who is accountable for 
the safety of American lives and American interests in 
the Chinese capital. The Chien Men Gate is one of the 
vital positions in the city. It was there that much of 
the hardest fighting occurred during the Boxer uprising of 
1900, and it is probably there that the sharpest clash 
would come in the event of another outbreak. In view 
of this fact, together with the return of the imperial 
court to Pekin and the surface indications of growing 
hostility to foreigners, it is astonishing that the position 
held by the American Legation Guard has not already 
been provided with field pieces and rapid fire guns. To 
withhold such safeguards seems like inviting disaster. 
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The trustees and members of the House Committee of 
the Harvard University Club at Cambridge, Mass., will 
soon find the “anti-canteeners” after them if they don’t 
watch out. And for this reason, that, following the ex- 
ample of the authorities of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, they have decided that Harvard under- 
graduates suall be permitted to drink beer, ale, or claret 
when they meet in private rooms in the club to hold a kom- 
mers. Just think what an arid and monotonous thing 
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a kommers would be without irrigation! The club au- 
thorities have resolved that the malt and vinous moisten- 
ine shall be adequate to all requirements, consisting of 
as many casks, barrels, kegs, cases, bottles and decanters 
as the managers of the entertainment shal) desire, the 
only condition being that all fhe fluids ordered for a 
kommers shall be consumed on that occasion, all that is 
left over to be given away or poured into the sewer before 
the last student leaves the prem arrangement 
is based upon a belief that if students can get their beer 
or claret at their own club and be permitted to do their 
drinking among their own fellows they will spend less 
time and money in the saloons of Boston, just as the 
advocates of the canteen believe that the soldier patronage 
of the dens and barrooms near the entrances to mili- 
tary reservations can be diminished by permitting the 
restricted sale of malt liquors at t exchanees. The 
“anti-canteeners,” of course, will hurl chunks of 
super-heated wrath at the trustees of the rvard Uni- 
versity Club, just as they are already banging away at the 
godless persons who hold that the American soldier should 
be allowed to buy a bottle of beer when he feels like it— 
but, after all, what reason is there for it? Experience 
has demonstrated over and over again that the way to 
manage a soldier or a student is to place him on his 
honor, treat him as a man and not as a baby, make 
him know his rights and responsibilities and then hold 
him accountable for his behavior. The one who cannot 
be dealt with on this basis is not fit to go to college 
or into the Army. 
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The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs gave a hear- 
ing on Jan. 14 to Mr. George G. Ward and Mr. William 
W. Cook, representatives of the Commercial Cable 
Company and the Commercial Pacific Cable Company, 
who desired to explain the plans of those corporations 
for the construction of a cable across the Pacific Ocean. 
They stated that the cable was already in process of con- 
struction, that the contracts for laying it had already 


been awarded and that it would be completed as far as 
Hawaii by November, 1902, and to Manila within two 
years. It was further explained that the com was 
operating under the general law of 1866, that it n no 
legislative or financial aid, and that all it asked was that 
the Government should not put down a cable of its own. 
Representative Corliss, of Michigan, who is the author 
of a bill providing for a Government cable from San 
Francisco to Manila, also addressed the Committee, and 
charged that the Commercial Cable Company was en- 
gaged in an undertaking that would eventually place 
the commercial interests of this country at the mercy 
of an English cable monopoly, of which the Commercial 
Cable Company is only a feeder, but nevertheless a valu- 
able adjunct in completing a break in the cable chain 
with which the older a is engaged in girdling 
the world. Mr. Corliss declared that the Senate should 
thoroughly investigate the whole subject before making 
any concessions in favor of a cable under private owner- 
ship. He alleged that the Commercial Cable Company 
had defied the Government in the past in laying cables 
without the permission of the President, a precedent es- 
tablished under the first administration of President 
Grant. “Great Britain,” said Mr. Corliss, “has in the 
last 25 years spent $100,000,000 in laying cables of in- 
calculable value, not only to her army and navy, but also 
to her mercantile interests. Why can’t this country do 
the same?” 
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The United States Senate on Jan. 15 adopted a con- 
current resolution providing for the printing of 3,500 cop- 
ies of the record of the Schley Court of Inquiry—1,000 
for the Senate, 2,000 for the House, and 500 for the 
Navy Department. 
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There has been so much controversy as to whether a 
plural verb or a singular one should be used in describing 
the United States, taken collectively, that every step 
toward a permanent settlement of the matter is worthy 
of hearty commendation. Further progress toward that 
desirable end has been made by the House Committee op 
the Revision of Laws, which has decided that, legally at 
least, the United States “is,” and not that the United 
States “are.” The committee was led to this conclusion 
by a careful study of a pamphlet entitled “Are or Is?’ 
written several years ago by John W. Foster, then Sec. 
retary of State. In this work Mr. Foster quotes from 
Hamilton, Webster, Benton, Motley, C. F. Adams, Jef. 
ferson, Marcy, Seward, Fish, Evarts, Blaine, Frelinghuy- 
sen, Bayard, Gresham and Olney, who used it in the 
singular. In the earlier messages of the Presidents, 
Jackson only used the singular form, but in later years 
Lincoln and, since the Civil War particularly, Grant, 
Cleveland, Harrison and McKinley had used it exclusive- 
ly. He also quotes from decisions of the Supreme Court, 
those of recent years invariably using the singular verb 
in connection with the United States. 
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The Bureau of Navigation has decided to open a 
recruiting office in Philadelphia, to cover Pennsylvania 
Delaware and New Jersey, for enlistment of men for the 
Navy. Primarily, young men for training—apprentices 
between the ages of 15 and 17, landsmen for training 
between 18 and 25, and coal passers between 21 to 25 
will be enlisted. Each applicant under 21 must be ac 
companied by his father; or if his father is “not alive, by 
his mother; and if both parents are dead, by a guardian. 
who must prove guardianship. Apprentices must serve 
until 21 years of age; landsmen for training and coua! 
passers until expiration of enlistment—for your years. 
All applicants must satisfy the recruiting officer that they 
have sufficient education and intelligence to benefit by th: 
training, and become suitable and competent men fo 
the Navy. ‘The office will be located at 1319 Market 
street, opposite Wanamaker’s store.

considerable trouble with this boat since its first test, 
and it finally became evident that it could only be prop- 
erly completed at a navy yard. The report of the official 
trial of the torpedo boat Decatur has been received by 
the Department and is very satisfactory, the little boat 
having exceeded by 1-10 of a knot her contract require- 
ment of 28 knots. The Decatur was built by the Trigg 
Company and is considered one of the best vessels of her 
class yet approved by the Department.

The Assistant Secretary of the Navy condemned this 
week the old frigate Vermont and the monitors Manhattan 
and Mahopac. He directed that they be stricken from the 
Naval Register and sold. It is rather a coincidence that 
one of Assistant Secretary Darling’s first official actions 
was to condemn the Vermont, named for the State from 
which he comes. In order to compensate for this Secre 
tary Darling will endeavor to have one of the proposed 
new battleships named Vermont. 


The Secretary of War has made an allotment from the 
contingent funds of the War Department, for the print- 
ing, each month, of 1,000 pamphlets containing current 
Artillery literature of interest to the Corps. The com: 
piling and printing of the paper has been intrusted to 
the Artillery Board at Fort Monroe.

‘The report states that 
iuese propositions being admitted, and we can not see 
»w they can be controverted, we are forced to the con- 
usion that Captain Byrne was mustered out of service 
thout warrant of law.” Testimonials are appended 
wiach snow that Captain Byrne enjoyed a most enviab‘e 
reputation as a gallant and efficient officer—from such 
distinguished sodiers as Generals Sneridan, Hazen, 
ltavidson, Davis, Col. J. E. Yard, and many other promi- 
ent officers. These testimonial speak of Captain Byrne 
s the “best soldier of the 10th Cavalry ;” as “an officer

The Signal Corps of the Army is now engaged in the 
onstruction of telegraph lines and the laying of cables 
in the Philippines for the distinct uses of the civil au- 
thorities. For this purpose the sum of $79,900 has been 
placed at the disposal of General Greely for cables be- 
tween the islands of Boac, Romblon and Palanog. The 
Corps is also arranging for the construction of tele- 
raphic lines in the island of Samar to be used by the 
ilitary forces there. Notwithstanding the recent re- 
rts that Samar is not yet under the control of the 
ulitary authorities, the Signal Corps has received 2 
port showing that there are forty-five posts in the 
land occupied by troops, and that practically the entire 
coast is in the possession of the Army. Brig. Gen. Robert 
!’. Hughes, who has just returned from Samar, is in 
Washington, and has given the War Department some 
iluable information relating to the conditions in that 
land. General Hughes states that the situation is well 
sntrolied by our troops, and that there are evidences that 
ie insurgents are discouraged and nearly willing to stop 
siting. Nothing can be learned positively as to the action

only means of prompt communication, and 10,000 of- 


ficial messages are handled in a day. We know by 
sad and costly experience. how slow and uncertain the 
mails to and from the Philippines are and we do not 
observe any tendency to improvement. It would add 
largely to the content of our troops in the Archipelago, 
and to that of their families at home, which would 
react upon them, if a prompt and regular mail service 
could be established between the United States and 
the Philippine post office. Is there not some man in 
the Post Office Department with heart enough, brains 
enough, and ability sufficient to devise some remedy? 
He would add enough to the efficiency of our Army 
to entitle him to an appointment as a brigadier gen- 
eral at the very least. Fortunately eleven or twelve 
of the largest of the 1,400 islands belonging to the 
Philippines are in communication with each other by 
telegraph, so that urgent messages can be sent with 
reasonable promptitude. There are, it appears, four 
wireless stations in the Philippines, but no men te 
operate them. 

The spring athletic season promises to be the most inter- 
esting in the history of the Naval Academy. Besides base- 
ball and rowing, in field and track athletics, there is to be 
ap event such as has never before taken place at the 
Academy, a competition in the regular program of events 
with an outside organization, the 7th Regiment, of New 
York, which will meet the Navy on the same day that the 
baseball teams meet, May 10. A great many good athletes 
belong to the nine of the 7th Regiment, and in addition 
they will bring eight members of the regular track team 
along. ‘:nis idea was proposed by Manager Henry Y. 
Naisawald, of the 7th Regiment, and was heartily endors- 
ed bv the manager and captain of field and track athletics 
at the Academy, Cadet John H. Blackburn, of Massachu- 
setts. Cadet Biackburn has written to a number of col- 
leges which will send baseball nines to the Academy this 
spring, and will ask them to send track athletes at the 
same time to meet the cadets. Among the best athletes in 
this line of work at the Academy are: Cadet Blackburn, in 
the high and broad jump and pole vaulting; G. Brown, of 
the first class, in the 100 and 400 yard dash; Wilson, of 
the second class, in the 100-yard, at which he holds the 
Academy record; McNair, in the mile run; Giles, in the 
quarter mile; and Baggley and Williams, in the 100-yard 
dash. 
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To those impatient gentlemen, in Congress and out, 
who are clamoring for an immediate reduction of th 
military force in the Philippines we commend one or two 
facts which they have either never heard of or totally for- 
gotten. The first is that Major Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, 
U. 8S. A., Commanding Military Division of the Philip- 
pines, in his last annual report earnestly recommended 
“that no reduction in those forces be made before Jan. 
1, 1903.” Who knows the needs of the situation tne bet- 
ter, General Chaffee or the tinkers here in the United 
States who want to hinder his operations by cutting down 
his force? ‘The second fact is that the conditions which 
have made it necessary to adopt stringent war measures 
in the provinces of Batangas and Laguna, in Luzon, were 
clearly foreseen by General Chaffee as long ago as last Oc 
tober. He wrote at that time: “It was in these provinces 
that the insurrection had its birth, and there it will di 
and die hard.” The alarmists here in America look upon 
the increased activity in those provinces as the beginning 
of a new insurrection; but to General Chaffee, who knows 
the ground, it is the last angry flare of a flame that i: 
about to expire. The things which the civilian critics 
in the United States don’t know avout military affairs in 
the Philippines would make a whole library of war uais- 
tory. 








For the present the War Department will make no 
further announcements of the lineal rank of officers of 
Cavalry, Artillery and Infantry arranged according to 
the provisions of the act of Feb. 2, 1901. There are 
still about seventy-five vacancies to be filled under this 
act, and it is, therefore, impossible to arrange the lineal 
rank of those officers of the grades in which vacancies 
exist. Tliere yet remain fourteen vacancies in the grade 
of second lieutenant of Infantry to be filled by appoint- 
ment of former members of the Volunteer Army, and 
twenty vacancies that will be filled by the appointment 
of civilians. In the grade of second lieutenant of Cav- 
alry there are only nine vacancies, but there are forty- 
nine vacancies in the grades of first and second lieuten- 
ant of Artillery. It is hoped at the War Department 
that all the appointments will have been made by the 
end of this month.

Secretary Roct on Jan. 22 gave orders that the Chief 
of Ordnance should make an appointment for a meeting 
with the trustees of the Brown segmental wire-tube gun 
immediately to arrange the details of a contract for 
twenty-five 8-inch and twenty-five 6-inch rapid-fire gun 
and mounts on the segmental wire-tube system. This 
contract takes the place of one that General Buffington, 
the late Chief of Ordnance, tried to have cancelled a 
year ago. The trustees appealed to the Secretary of 
War, as authorized by a clause in their contract, and 
the above mentioned orders are the result of their appeal. 

The appointment of Medical Inspector Presley M. 
Rixey, U. S. N., to be Chief of the Bureau of Medi- 
cine and Surgery, with the rank of Rear Admiral, 
which was made January 21, to date from January 25, 
is in accordance with the expressed wishes of the late 
President McKinley, and has been long expected. Ad- 











mira] Rixey has been twenty-six years in the Navy 
and is number thirteen on the list of medical inspectors 
in the Navy Register for July, 1901, and twenty-eight 
in lineal rank. He is a Virginian by birth, and a com- 
paratively young man, as he was born in 1852, and does 
not retire until July 14, 1914. His appointment is 
a tribute to his ability and the esteem in which he is held 
by those who have an opportunity to test his professional 
capacity. 
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Reviewing Capt. A. T. Mahan’s “Life of Nelson,” the 
Army and Navy Gazette says that the true lesson con- 
veyed by the book “is that of the supreme importance of 
professional zeal, competence, and individuality. It is 
extremely interesting to find him dwelling upon the value 
of officers young or in the prime of life. He points to the 
tendency of average men to stick where they are, and to 
grow old in a routine of service, and he is able to show, 
in the days before Hawke, how an erroneous standard 
and a lethargic attitude characterized the body of British 
officers. ‘The United States Navy in Jefferson’s day,’ 
Captain Mahan says, ‘was saved by the simple fact that 
the officers were young men, and the Navy itself less than 
twenty years old as a corporate organization.’ ” 








The members of the Senate and House Committees on 
Military Affairs, who recently made a trip to West Point 
accompanied by General Corbin, found the buildings en- 
tirely inadequate to the needs of the institution. It is 
probable that the visit will be fraught with good result: 
to the Academy. They found that the barracks need 
enlargement; that the Academy building is inadequate; 
that the cavalry riding hall is entirely too small, and that 
the heating and ventilating plant does not meet the re 
quirements of the institution. It is estimated that five 
millions of dollars will be required to rebuild.

The Army board of general officers appointed to se- 
lect sites for camping grounds and to make recommenda- 
tions concerning Army posts, with a view to the estab- 
lishment of some and the abolishment of others, will 
resume its sessions at the War Department Jan. 31. 
During the recess of the board thé various members have 
personally inspected sites in different parts of the coun- 
try, and will report the result of their observations at 
the coming meeting. As we have already stated, the 
Secretary of War has directed this board not to consider 
the matter of changes in uniform, ee 





The total force to be fed by our Commissary Depart- 
ment next year, according to the estimates, is 96,000, 
including civil employes. The number of privates is 
55,000. Adding non-commissioned officers and officere 
makes up a total of 77,287, which is the total Army 
strength. There were 5,200 Philippine scouts in the 
Service December 1, 1901, out of the 12,000 authorized. 
The pay of the scouts has been fixed at one-half that 
of the regular troops. 
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Surgeon General Sternberg has made a recommenda- 
tion to the Secretary of War for an increase in the 
number of officers of the Medical Department. Although 
there are still many vacancies to be filled by operation 
of the Army Reorganization act, General Sternberg does 
not consider that the strength of the Medical Depart- 
ment is adequate for an Army of 78,000 men. The exact 
number of officers recommended by General Sternberg 
cannot be learned. 
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President Roosevelt has transmitted to Wu Ting Fang, 
Chinese Minister at Washington, a check for $376,000, 
which represents the amount of money captured by the 
United states Marine Corps at Tien Tsin during the 
Boxer uprising in 1900. The money thus returned be- 
longed to the Chinese Government, and since its capture 
has been on deposit in the United States Treasury. 








The War Department has been informed that the 
lowing distribution in the Department of Texas has 
made of the 4th Infantry: Headquarters, band and 
companies to Fort Brown; four companies to 
Ringgold; two companies to Fort Sam Houston; one 
company to Fort McIntosh, and one to Eagle Pass. 
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The Navy Department has been informed that the 
German schoolship Stein is at Havana and will 
visit ports of this country, including Annapolis and 
timore. It is the expectation that the officers of 
vessel will go to Washington and be the guests of 
German Embassy there. .

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ONE SOLDIER’S EXPERIENCE IN THE ARMY. 


Private Lazadon, who served a term of enlistment in 
of the 7th U. 8S. Infantry, in an interesting and long letter 
to the Troy, N. Y. Budget, recently as to his experiences 
as an enlisted man in the Army on duty in Alaska, among 
other things, says: ’ ; 

“In writing about the soldiers in Alaska, I ought to 
mention our company commander. People in civil life 
don’t know the hardships of a soldier; thev are always 
down on a soldier because they think a soldier is no good; 
is lazy and don’t want to work. They are mistaken. A 
soldier works harder than a civilian. There is nothing 
more that a soldier would care for than to have a good 
company commander. The days when we were undergo- 
ing hardships in the woods and digging ditches in the fro- 
zen ground, suffering from the severe cold, with the ther- 
mometer 70 below zero, soldiers getting sick one after an- 
other, our captain came in to see us just the same as a 


father to his children. He would see to it that the sick 
were cared for and also the men who were not sick. And 
as I was also sick, I now express my thanks to Capt. C. 8. 
Farnsworth, 7th U. S. Inf. 

“The weather in Alaska in June, July and August is 
summer. It is so hot that mosquitoes will eat you up. 
September, sleet weather ; October, snow ; from November 
to April, from 30 to 75 degrees below zero; April and 
May, lots of rain. 

“In July, 1900, all our detachments were relieved from 
Cape Nome, St. Michael and Ramport. Aug. 15 we left 
Fort Gibbon for Fort Egbert, where we arrived the 24th. 

“Fort Egbert is what they call the most beautiful post 
in Alaska. This post we, the soldiers who were there, 
will never forget. Fort Egbert is eleven miles from the 
boundary line and one hundred miles from Dawson City. 
In this place the boys saw hard days cutting a trail and 
working on the telegraph lines. Here a lot of our men 
deserted on account of the hard work and poor rations. 

“The scenery about Fort Egbert is picturesque, yet des- 
olate. To the south there are a range of foothills or 
mountains, but they have no particular name. When a 
soldier goes out to the mountains and discovers anything 
the mountain is immediately named after him. For in- 
stance, there is Mount Farnsworth, named in honor of the 
captain; Mount Wright, Mount Loud, Mount McCoy, 
Mount Craigie, all named after the officers in the fort. 

“When our soldiers reached Fort Egbert it was a bar- 
ren wilderness. We were set to work clearing the place 
and soon established a barracks. The miners began 
coming in inspired by the stories of large gold finds in 
that section, and it was not long before there were a num- 
ber of cubins made, all of logs of course, and the place be- 
gan to look like civilization. It is an awful cold place, 
however. There are about two months of the year when 
it snows, and it snows for fair in that country when it 
does snow. It is nothing to see snow from five to seven 
feet deep. In the cold months there is no snow. For three 
months there is no day, it is all night. Those are dreary 
times in the camp. Then in the summer time there are 
no nights and the days are mighty long. 

“The soldiers and officers have good times, even if the 
country is snowed under. The Government has about 
forty pack horses in the fort. Captain Farnsworth has 
his wife with him and lives in pretty fine quarters. He 
has his cutter and drives within the post with his wife 
when it is not too cold for man or beast to be out doors. 
He has ltis body servant, a colored man from off this way 
somewhere. Llis name is Clifford C. Hancock. He is a 
fine singer and was something of an actor. He had been 
with some theatrical troupe, but got it into his head that 
he would like to see something of the world and engaged 
himself to Captain Farnsworth. He sings and does many 
— to make it pleasant for the officers and their fami- 
1es, 

“It is a good place for a soldier to make considerable 
money outside of his pay as a soldier if he wishes. Take 
it in the summer when the transports come in they have 
to be unloaded in haste so that they can get away again. 
Men work all night at this business a get good pay. 
They can earn about $1 an hour. The captains will let 
the soldiers go and aid in unloading the vessels after they 
have finished their own work, provided they save their 
wages. If it is found that a man gets his money and 
then spends it for drink, he don’t get out again. i was 
particularly favored in the matter of getting out to work 
on the vessels. I had the record of being the only soldier 
in the post who did not drink or smoke. I was care- 
ful with my money and when I reached Troy I had saved 
over $1,100 in addition to my wages as a soldier. We 
were at Fort Egbert for a year. 

“Sergt. Frank Van Ostrom of our company is an enter- 
prising soldier. He has established, by consent of the 
Government, a barber shop at Egbert. He is getting rich. 
Under the military law he has to shave and cut the hair of 
the soldiers for $1 a month. When the soldiers 
are paid tuey have to give him $1 a month out of 
their wages. If a soldier should not do so it is reported to 
the headquarters and it is taken out of his next pay: The 
barber is allowed to make all he can outside of the Gov- 
ernment work. He has the only barber shop in the place. 
[t is a log house, and a portion he uses as a dwelling and 
has his wife there. He has established prices to suit him- 
self for the miners. He charges $1 for a hair cut and 50 
cents for a shave. When a miner comes in who has not 
been shaved for several weeks and his whiskers are like 
hazel brush, he is charged $1 and the barber calls it an 
‘extra hair cut.’ He makes from $18 to $20 a day at the 
business and thinks he will remain there for some time. 

“I have seen some pretty tough days in the Army, yet 1 
may re-enlist. If I do I think I will try and get sent 
to the Philippines instead of that cold northern country.” 
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TUE PANAMA ROUTE APPROVED. 


Another stage in the discussion of the project of an 
Isthmian canal was reached on Jan. 20, when the Isth- 
mian Canal Commission, of which Rear Admiral John G. 
Walker, U. S. N., is President, submitted to President 
Roosevelt a supplementary report which declares that 
“after considering the changed conditions that now exist 
and all the facts and circumstances upon which its present 
judgment must be based, the Commission is of the opinion 
that “the most practicable and feasible route” for an Isth- 
mian canal, to be ‘under the control, management, and 
ownership of the United States,’ is that known as the 


Panama route.” This report, representing the unanimous 
judgment of the Commission, was brought forth by the 
formal offer of the new French Panama Canal Company 
to sell the ‘totality without exception” of its rights, prop- 
erty and unfinished work on the isthmus to the United 
States for $40,000,000. The price which the Panama 
Canal Company originally demanded for its property was 











$109,141,500, and it was largely if not wholy because of 
the difference in cost which this demand established that 
the Isthmian Canal Commission, in its first report, declar- 
ed in favor of the Nicaragua route as “the most prac- 
ticable and feasible.” Now, however, the Commission re- 

, the purchase of the Panama Company’s property 
‘or $40,000,000 would enable the United States to con- 
struct a canal on the Panama route for $45,630,704 less 
than it would cost to build on the Nicaragua route, and 
that the operation and maintenance expenses of a Panama 
eanal would be $1,300,000 a year less than those of a 
Nicaragua canal. 

The “totality without exception” of the Panama Canal 
Company’s holdings consists partly of 56 parcels of land 
amounting in all to about 30,000 acres which, with the 
lands belonging to the Panama Railroad, cover about 
all the ground actually required for the work of canal 
construction. On these lands and passing with them are 
2,431 buildings, including two large permanent structures 
at Panama and several of like character at Colon, togeth- 
er with others used as hospitals, quarters, shops, stores 
and stables. The machinery of the company is very ex- 
tensive, consisting partly of tugs, launches and dredges. 
The finished work on the canal, which will be of value in 
the plans recommended by the Commission, amounts to 
36,689,965 cubic yards. The transfer to the United States 
would also include all but 6,137 of the 75,000 shares of the 
Panama Railroad, the 68,863 shares thus transferred hav- 
ing a par value of $6,886,300. The total liabilities of the 
railroad company are $2,490,918, not counting the sink- 
ing fund subsidy bonds from which the Colombian Gov- 
ernment has received the benefits and for which that Gov- 
ernment should make allowance to the United States ip 
negotiations for treaty rights. The railroad company’s 
cash assets on Jan. 15, 1902, were $438,569, and in addi- 
tion to its lines, terminals, buildings, rolling stock, ete., 
it owns three passenger and freight steamers, of Ameri- 
can registry, of about 2,000 tons each. The work of 
constructing the canal, says the Commission, would large- 
ly increase the business of the railroad, enabling it to pay 
off its liabilities in a very few years, and while the com- 
mercial profits of the road would probably cease after 
the completion of the canal, it would have a value inci- 
dental to the operation of the canal itself. The Commis- 
sion’s estimate of the value of the property of the Pan- 
ama Canal Company is as follows: Excavation done, $27.- 
474,033; Panama Railroad stock at par, $6,886,300. 

Meanwhile the status of the Nicaragua Canal Bill is 
unchanged. It has passed the House and is now in the 
hands of the Senate committee on Inter Oceanic Canals, 
a majority of whose members were said to be in favor of 
it before the new offer of the Panama Canal Company 
was submitted. Whether their attitude has _ been 
changed by that offer and its approval bv the Isthmian 
Canal Commission is a matter concerning which one 
man’s guess is as good as another's. 
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SOLDIER TEACHERS IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


An article in Harpef’s Weekly on “The Soldier Teach- 
er in the Philippines,” recalls the fact that almost imme- 
diately after that portion of the island of Luzon includ- 
ed within a radius of about fifteen miles of Manila had 
become pacified, patriotic and humane officers, with the 
consent of the Military Governor, began to establish 
schools for the Filipino children, presided over by native 
teachers, who were assisted, so far as instruction in the 
English language was concerned, by soldiers detailed from 
the several commands stationed in the pueblos where these 
schools were opened. In very many, if not in all, cases 
the soldier proved himself to be well adapted for this pur- 
pose. His physique, his aptitude in acquiring a knowledge 
of the native tongue, his familiarity with the Filipino 
character, and, not least of all, his training as a soldier 
making it possible to overcome all the unfavorable condi- 
tions of climate—his natural good humor, his knack of 
“jossen jossen” (joking) with the native, making it easy 
for him to gain his point. The soldier teacher was everv- 
where received with great consideration and kindness, an¢ 
they exnressed very often the pleasure they experienced in 
teaching little Filipino children. It was by no means an 
easy task for them, as all of the schools were located—in 
which they taught—a distance of from two to four miles 
from their quarters. 

The author of the article, who has evidently had muc! 
experience in teaching in the Philippines, says: “I be- 
lieve the discharged soldier who has some education, suffi- 
cient to teach English and English only, is about the best 
person for that purpose. fully agree with the more re 
cent reports from the Philippines, which do not favor th: 
employment of women teachers. The young lady may bi 
ever so competent to teach, she may be ever so well pre 
pared, but the hardships she is forced to undergo are en- 
tirely too severe. The ordinary comforts in these inte- 
rior towns are almost entirely denied her, to say nothing 
of the lack of proper companionship when not engaged at 
her profession. No doubt American troops will be sta 
tioned where she mav be sent, but association with th« 
few officers that might be with the troops would hardly 
take the place of the society of her own sex, even if the 
officers found time or inclination to interest themselves in 
her, which I very much doubt. 

“T believe the Filipino is capable of being instructed. He 
is quick, bright, intelligent, and ready to receive and ac- 
quire knowledge as fast as it can be given him, but, to m) 
mind, a soldier who may have enjoyed a high-school edu- 
cation would prove the best instrument for the instructio 
of the Filipino in English, and I see no reason why on 
might not be detailed for that purpose.” 
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THE SITUATION IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


An officer of the Army writing from the Philippines 
on the situation there says: “The chief source of talk 
here at present is the friction between the civil govern- 
ment and the military, and the petty quarrels resulting 
from the interference of the civil powers with those of 
the military, to the detriment of the progress of the 
latter. 

“I am gradually acquiring the conviction that the 
civil government for political purposes is a mistake. The 
natives are unfit for self-government, and the American 
civil officials, as I have seen them, are, if not altogether 
unfit, quite out of place at present. The Army can fur- 
nish all the government that is needed over here for a 
number of years. The people play with freedom as a 
child with a toy. trying to see how much it can be 
abused without breaking. Political liberty, such as we 
have at home, will make this country go back to what it 
was under the insurgent rule, an aristocracy lording it 
over the people. We must keep troops here, and giving 
the military supervision over civil affairs will do away 
with some expensive civil officers and the constabulary, 








which cannot hope to be as efficient as regular native 
troops. 

Phe American officials have made themselves disagree. 
able to the Army and have put such an offensive spirit 
into the natives that they overcharge for everything, and 
in many cases absolutely refuse to rent their houses, 
The native Governor, for example, of one of the proy- 
inces went*to every town and told the people that they 
did not have to supply the Army and that they could 
charge what prices they liked, with the result that for 
about a week it was almost impossible to get chicken, 
eggs or grass. 

“The commanding officer of a town I know of where 
this had taken place called up the presidente, who js 
an ex-insurgent and just out of Bilibid, and asked him 
to get food and forage for his men at.the old rates unless 
he ‘queried combate.” The presidente weakened and said 
the men would not work for him or supply food that he 
ordered. The commanding officer then asked for a list 
of all persons who had formerly delivered supplies and 
had refused, saying that he would talk to them of the 
inconveniences of life in the ‘callaboose’; that brought 
them around, but he might have been tried if any ciyi| 
official had chosen to hunt him up. 

“The Governor, like all Filipinos, is inclined to make 
all the show of power he can. I know of one officer who 
was sent as a commissioner to decide for one of our gen- 
erals here a dispute concerning the boundaries of three 
towns. The case was simple, and he made certain recom- 
mendations which the general said he would follow, but 
that the officer should first talk with the new governor. 
The little nigger received the information with his nose 
in the air, and said that he would investigate the matter 
for himself. The general was very angry, and at once 
ordered the commanding officer in the town in question 
to have the boundaries fixed as recommended. In two 
towns this was done, but as the third town had no 
commanding officer, the governor was told to arrange the 
matter. Three months later, however, the governor had 
not done anything about it. This is an example of some 
of the cross purpose play going on here.” 








NEWS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 

Manila dispatches indicate that the campaign instituted 
by Brig. General Bell, U. S. A., in Batangas province. 
Island of Luzon, is proceeding with unabated vigor and 
gratifying results. General Bell with a force of 2,000 
men is pressing Malvar, the insurgent leader, at every 
point, and under the stringent policy which has been 
adopted the scope of rebel activity is rapidly narrowing. 
During the week ending Jan. 19, General Bell’s forces are 
reported to have killed 100 insurgents, wounded 30 and 
captured 70 rifles, besides destroying 20 tons of supplies. 
During the week’s operations 2d Lieut. Eugene E. Ely. 
15th Cav., U. S. A., and four enlisted men were wounded 
and two enlisted men were killed. In one of the engage- 
ments Capt. Robert Alexander, 11th Inf., U. S. A., and 
twelve enlisted men stormed a fortified hill and killed five 
rebels, one of them a native presidente. As an example 
of the methods employed by the rebel leaders to induce 
their followers it is pointed out that the ignorant natives 
have been told that a great civil war is in progress in the 
United States. The insurgent commanders tell the na 
tives that Washington is besieged, and that there has 
been a battle at Chicago, with heavy carnage. The Rus 
sian fleet visiting Manila is pictured as destroying tli 
American Navy at Cavite. 

Among the prisoners recently captured in Laguna prov- 
ince by American troops is a famous woman leader of 
insurgents, who has the rank of general, and who for tw: 
years has been fighting the Americans as she former! 
fought the Spaniards. She boasts that she commanded 
300 men with rifles in Laguna de Bay. She has free!) 
disclosed the location of the insurgents, and will make 
overtures to them for surrender. 

Col. Cyrus S. Roberts, 2d Inf., U. S. A., reports that 
eleven enlisted men of that regiment have probably been 
lost by the wrecking of a banca off Tayabas. Launches 
were sent to their aid, but did not reach them. There is 
a possibility that they have taken refuge on a small island. 

Major Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, U. S. A., commanding 
Military Division of the Philippines, has advised the War 
Department of the surrender of 365 insurgents to Brig 
Gen. James I’. Wade, U. S. A., at Cebu, Jan. 14. The 
prisoners have taken the oath of allegiance. 

Christmas eve was celebrated at the Army and Navy 
Club in Manila, with an elaborate vaudeville entertain- 
ment. The receipts are to be divided equally between tha 
West Point and Annapolis football teams. 

The members of Roosevelt’s Rough Riders now in the 
Philippines have formed a social organization. 

The Manila American speaks in flattering terms of thie 
services in that city of Major Isaac W. Littell, Quarter 
master’s Department, U. S. A., and closes as follows: 
“Personally, Major Littell is a prince among men. He 
has not an enemy in the world. We is the easiest officer 
in the Army to approach, and his clerks and the en- 
listed men who have served under him know that no 
one ever had their interests more at heart than he.” 

Smallpox and malarial fever are epidemic in Panay and 
the island is almost desolated. Company C, 6th Infantry. 
U. S. A., stationed at Capiz on this island has suffered 
greatly from disease. Ladrones are committing many 
depredations, but as the island is under civil rule the 
troops are forbidden to attack the outlaws except where 
they molest Government property. 

Gen. Torres, the insurgent leader whom General Chaffee 
saved from death by reversing the finding of a military 
commission which convicted him of ordering the murder of 
an American soldier, and sentenced him to be hanged. 
said upon his release: “I entertain no ill will against 
any one, and my greatest hope is that I may go back 
to the bosom of my family and be a good citizen of the 
United States until the end of my days. I have had 
enough of war. Give me peace and lots of it.” 

The Adjutant General has received a very beautiful! 
national flag, presented to Major G. T. Langhorne, 39th 
Inf., U. S. V. (captain, 11th Cav., U. S. A.), and his 
battalion, the 2d of that Volunteer regiment, by Father 
Francisco Alcantara, a Filipino priest, and the native 
of San Pueblo, Laguna Province, P. I., Sept. 27, 1900. It 
was made and embroidered by natives. sewn in Manila 
and embroidered in Lucban, Province of Tayabas. It was 
presented with the statement that it was a token of love 
and affection of the people for that battalion and of their 
great appreciation and esteem of the great nation of 
North America. A box was sent later by the municipa! 
council of San Pueblo, made there by native workmen 
the silver work being done in San Pueblo. 

General Bell has received the surrender of Colone! 
Lague and the remnants of the band of insurgents who 
have been operating under his command in the region of 
Lake Taal, Batangas province. Colonel Lague states tha! 
a majority of his force had either been killed or captured 
before the surrender. Colonel Gonzales is now the onl) 
active rebel leader operating in the Lake Taal district.

He was born in New Jersey, and entered the United

Comdr. Andrew J. Iverson, U. 8. N., reti died at his 
home in Beverly, Mass., Jan, 19, after a long illness. He 
was born in Norway, and entered the Navy as a Volun- 
teer officer in March, 1863, and was transferred to the 
Regular Service in 1868. Previous to entering the Navy 
as a volunteer officer, he spent sixteen years in the mer- 
chant service. After the war he was in charge of the 
16th Lighthouse District, President of the Board of In- 
spection of Navy Yards, and helped in starting the first 
schoolship of our Navy, on the old Minnesota, at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard. He was retired on Jan. 4, 1897. 
In 1898, when the Spanish War called into service all the 
available naval officers, Commander Iverson was in com- 
mand of the schoolship Enterprise. 

Mr. Luke Usher, who died at Potsdam, N. Y., Jan. 16, 
was a brother of the wife of Rear Admiral L. A. Beard- 
slee, U. S. N., retired, and father of the wife of Lieut 
Comdr. N. R. Usher, U. 8. N. 

Edward S. Avis, only child of Capt. and Mrs. E. 8. 
Avis, U. S. A., died at Newark, Del., Jan. 18. 

Mrs. Mallory Kennedy, who died Jan. 17, at New Or- 
kans, was the daughter of Stephen R. Mallory, who was 
United States Senator from Florida when the Civil 
War broke out, and was afterwards Secretary of the 
Navv in the Confederate Oabinet. 

Col. De Lancey Floyd-Jones, U. 8. A., retired, died at 
the Park Avenue Hotel, New York city, of pneumonia, on 
Jan. 19, in his seventy-sixth year. lonel Floyd-Jones 
was born on Long Island in 1826. He entered the United 
States Military Academy as a cadet in 1841, and was grad- 
uated July 1, 1846 as a brevet 2d lieutenant of the 7th 
Intantry. Asa 2d lieutenant in the 4th Infantry, he took 
part in the siege of Vera Cruz, the battles of Cerro Gordo 
and Molino Del Rey and the capture of the Mexican capi- 
tal. For gallant and meritorious conduct at Molino del 
Rey he was brevetted Ist lieutenant. In 1854 he became 
Captain in the 4th Infantry, and as such served in the 
Klamath Indian campaign in 1856. He was promoted 
major of the 11th Infantry in May, 1861, and served 
throughout the Civil War and was brevetted lieutenant 
colonel for gallant and meritorious service during the 
Peninsula campaign in Virginia, and colonel, for gallant 
and meritorious service at Gettysburg. He also took part 
in the battle of Gaines and Malvern Hill, Manassas, Ax 
tietam, Sharpsburg and the Peninsula campaigns. After 
the war was over he continued in active service, serving 
on the plains a great deal of that time with the 19th In- 
fantry. For six years he was colonel of the 3d Infantry, and 
he was retired in 1879. Col. Floyd-Jones was a member 
of the Union, Metropolitan, Tuxedo, New York, St. Nich- 
olas, Aztec and South Side Sportsmens’ clubs, the Audu- 
bon and St. Nicholas Societies and of several military 
organizations. 

Mary B. Hall, wife of Dr. O. O. Hall, and mother of 
Naval Cadet Frank D. Hall, U. S. N., died at her home 
in Milford, Ill., Jan. 13, aged 44 years, 8 months and 29 
davs. The funeral services were held at the family resi- 
dence, Jan. 15, conducted by Rev. Hunter Brink of the 
Methodist church and a former pastor of the deceased. In- 
terment took place at Maple Grove cemetery. Mrs. Hall 
has endeared herself to a large circle of acquaintances. 
She was a great home body and took a great interest in 
home affairs, and was kind and considerate for those about 
her. For the past three years Mrs. Hall has been an 
invalid.

Karle Edmundson, who died this week in the New York 
Hospital from injuries received from falling out of a win- 
dow, served as a lieutenant in the 33d U. S. Volunteers 
in the Philippines. Some newspapers reported him as 
being an officer of the Regular Army, but that is incorrect. 


Gen. Simon Goodell Griffin, who died recently at Keene, 
N. H., was a distinguished General officer of Volunteers 
during the Civil War. He was brevetted Major General 
for gallantry in the assault on Fort Sedgwick, Va., and 
was mustered out on Aug. 24, 1865.

THE FIFTY-SEVENTH CUNGRESS. 

The Senate has passed the bill: To pay Richard King 
$3,000 for an injury sustained by him “by reason of being 
shot by the gross carelessness and neglect of a soldier of 
the U. S. Army ;” the sum at first appropriated was $5,000, 
but General Schofield, who reviewed and approved the 
bill, suggested the amount finally adopted. Also the fol- 
lowing: S. 1115, authorizing the President to revoke and 
and annul G. C. M. Orders, No. 93, War Dept., A. G. 0, 
Washington, Nov. 15, 1875, approving and confirming the 
proceedings, findings, and sentence of the general court- 
martial, which convened at Fort Brown, Tex., Sept. 18, 
1875, dismissing Ist Lieut. Francis S. Davidson, 9th Cav., 
and to issue to him a certificate of discharge of that date; 
Provided, ‘that no pay, bounty, or allowance shall be paid 
to him by reason of this act. Also, 8S. 139, to appoint 
and retire Edward Byrne, late a captain in the 10th Cav., 
with his original rank and date of commission, and a 
bill authorizing the President to revoke the order of Sept. 
13, 1862, dismissing William T. Godwin, late Ist lieu- 
tenant, 10th U. S. Inf., and to retire him @ith rank of 
1st lieutenant, but without back pay. Also the bill to 
pay the widow of Lieut. Col. Nathaniel H. McLean, 
U.S. A., back pay and emoluments due her husband. 

The bill to pay $3,000 to the widow of Surg. Charles 
S. Tripler, U. S. A., for his services in preparing a man- 
ual for medical officers. 

To retire with rank of 1st lieutenant of cavalry, Wil- 
liam H. Hugo, of Fort Bayard, New Mexico. 

S. 1971, providing bronze medals with suitable design 
for the officers and crews of the U. 8S. ships Cumberland, 
Congress and Minnesota, who were on board at the time 
the Cumberland was sunk by the Confederate ram Merri- 
mac in Hampton Roads, Va.; the medals to be given to 
the heirs of those deceased. 

S. 29, directing the Secretary of War to cause to be 
investigated the circumstances of an embezzlement of 
$2,439.56 at Fort Gill, Okla., discovered while M. E. 
Saville, Ist lieutenant, 10th U. S. Inf., was quartermaster 
and commissary at that post, in the years 1 and 1897. 

These joint resolutions and bills have also en poems 
by the Senate: Granting permission to Dr. E asdin 
and Dr. H. D. Geddings, both of the U. 8. Marine Hos- 
pital Service, to accept decorations tendered to them by 
the Italian Government ; to authorize Capt. N. M. Brooks, 
Superintendent of Foreign Mails, Post Office Department, 
to accept a decoration tendered to him by the Emperor 
of Germany; to authorize Comdr. James M. Miller, U. 
S. N.; Surg. Oliver D. Norton, U. S. N., and Mr. Edwin 
V. Morgan, formerly secretary of the Samoan Commission 
and now secretary of the legation of the United States 
at Seoul, Korea, to accept presents tendered to them by 
His Majesty the Emperor of Germany, and granting per- 
mission to Capt. Stephen L’H. Slocum, U. 8. A., to accept 
a medal conferred upon him by the King of England. 

The Senate has passed the bill providing free transpor- 
tation of all mail sent by Mrs. McKinley. Also pension 
bills granting $35 a month to the widow of Major Sharles 
B. Penrose, C. 8., U. S. A.; $35 with $2 additional for a 
minor child to the widow of Major Frank H. Edmunds, 
1st U. S. Inf.; $24 to Henry B. Schroeder, late captain, 
3d U. 8S. Inf., war with Mexico; and $25 and $2 for a 
minor child to the widow of 1st Lieut. William C. Neary, 
4th U. S. Inf. 

The Senate has agreed to a resolution by Mr. Mitchell 
directing the Secretary of War to transmit information as 
to number, name, date of purchase or lease, price, etc., of 
Government transports. amount paid for repairs, number 
of trips made to the Philippines since Jan. 1, 1901, and 
total cost of the transport service between the United 
States and Manila from Jan. 1 to Dec. 51, 1901. 

The President pro tempore of the Senate on Jan. 22 
appointed Mr. Quarles and Mr. Pettus members of the 
Board of Visitors on the part of the Senate to attend the 
next annual examination at West Point, and Mr. Galinger 
and Mr. Taliaferro members of the Board of Visitors to 
attend the next annual examination of cadets at the Naval 
Academy. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has reported 
favorably S. 1111, to amend the Act of May 25, 1896, 
“To Amend Sec. 3719, Revised Statutes relative to guar- 
antees on proposals for naval supplies so as to nermit the 
acceptance of certified checks in lieu of the bond required 
for the faithful performance of a contract for furnishing 
supplies.” 

The Senate Committee on the Library have reported 
favorably with minor amendment S. R. 16, authorizing 
the issue of duplicate medals where the originals have 
been lost or destroyed. A similar measure in the Fifty- 
fourth Congress sed the Senate and was reported fa- 
vorably in the House. The Secretary of the Treasury 
does not believe that the medals struck by order of Con- 
gress, lost or destroyed. would involve any great expense 
upon the Government if furnished in duplicate. 

The bill (S. 1104)- providing for the use by the United 
States of devices invented by its naval officers while ev- 
gaged in its service and covered by letters patent was 
brought up in the Senate on Jan. 21 and passed over 
without prejudice. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs has com- 
pleted its hearings on the Army Appropriation bill and 
hopes to report that measure early next week. Prac- 
tically nothing else has been eonsidered by the com- 
mittee up to the present time, but the members are 
aware that it is the intention of the Secretary of War 
to submit, in the near future, a bill for genera] Army 
legislation. A proposition bas also been made that * 
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ill be passed by this Congress providing the militia 
bill il the States with the regulation Army rifle. Mr. 
Hull is = ar, tay #.. an and will lend his yess 

to such a bill. ouse Committee on Nava ae 
fairs hearing ie. ~~ held on the annual ap fs or 
tion bill. Besides Rear Admiral UG rowuinebiel 
Admirals O’Neil and Kenny have appeared before the 
committee and explained the needs ot their respective 
bureaus. th of these officers said practically what 
appeared in their annual reports. Mr. Foss, chairman 
of the committee, believes that Congress will allow 
ractically all of ‘the Naval increase recommended by 
Secretary Long. The Senate Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs has discontinued hearings on bills for the con- 
struction of a Pacific cable, and has decided that none 
of the bills for this purpose introduced this season 
will be reported. Action on the matter will be awaited 
from the House, as the Senate last year passsed a bill 
for the construction of such a cable. 

Secretary Long has submitted in the form of an amend- 
ment to the naval appropriation bill the bill to increase 
the Marine Corps by the addition of another A. G. and 
inspector with the rank of major, three assistant quarter- 
masters with the rank of captain and authorizing the 
filling of existing vacancies in the grade of 2d lieutenant 
by appointments from civil life. This increase is strongly 
recommended by the Commandant of the Corps, although 
originating at this time with the ee of 
the Asiatic Station, Rear Admiral George C. Remey. 

The duties devolving upon the gquartermasters in the 
Philippines and elsewhere have recently increased to such 
a degree that the present force is wholly inadequate to 
meet the demands of the service. Accordingly, it has been 
necessary to detail line officers to that duty, a practice 
unsutisfactory and detrimental to the best interests of the 
Service. 

ic may be added that in the Marine Corps assistant 
quartermasters perform also duties which in the Army 
are ‘discharged by commissaries, and in the Puilppines 
assistant quartermasters have had assigned to them the 
duties of brigade pay officers. If promotions to fill vacan- 
cies now eXisting in the Marine Corps were made, twelve 
vacancies in the 2d lieutenants’ list would remain unfilled.

Representative William Alden Smith submitted to the 
House a resolution requesting the British Government to 
set aside the sentence of death passed upon Commandant 
Ccheepers of the Boer forces, which was referred to the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs on Jan. 21. Commandant 
Scheepers was a subject of the Orange Free State, cap- 
aured, the resolution states, “while sick and wounded in 
hospital, and should therefore be considered especially en- 
titled to all the privileges and exemptions of a prisoner 
of war.” He has already been executed, so the resolution 
was indefinitely postponed on Jan. 23.

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NEW ARMY BILL IN PROSPECT. 


There is much speculation as to the nature of the bill 
for general Army legislation which Secretary Hoot wili 
send to Congress next week. It does not seem to be the 
purpose of the Secretary, however, to enlighten the Army 
until the bill has been fully prepared and sent to the 
Committee on Military Affairs. The simple announce- 
ment has been made that it will incorporate a provision 
for the consolidation of the Quartermaster’s, Pay and 
Subsistence Departments into a Department of Supplies, 
but beyond this the Secretary has not committed himself. 

We are in a position to assure our readers, however, 
that the bill of the Secretary will go very much farther 
than the consolidation plan, and will propose some very 
radical changes in the organization of the Service. With 
the utmost care section after section of the measure has 
been prepared under the personal direction of Mr. Root, 
and each section provides for the consummation of one 
of the Secreatry’s pet ideas for the betterment of the 
Army. The AxMy AND Navy JOURNAL, several months 
ago, made an exclusive announcement of the scheme for 
a general staff as prepared by a board of officers appointe: 
for the purpose by the Secretary of War. It is probabk 
that the bill now in course of preparation will make pro 
vision for this new organization. We are glad to en- 
dorse Mr. Root’s idea of a general staff, and believe that 
such an organization will greatly add to the efficiency of 
the Army. ‘The high honor that it is intended shall g 
with position on this staff will form an incentive for 
officers to study and better inform themselves on al! 
military subjects. It will be no easy task to get on the 
general staff proposed by Secretary Root. 

There is a well-grounded belief at the War Department 
that it is Secretary Root’s wish that Congress legislate 
for the incorporation of the Philippine Scouts and the 
Porto Rico Provisional Regiment of Infantry into the 
Regular Army. These organizations now have no well- 
defined status, but are, nevertheless, most necessary and 
useful adjuncts to the Army. In the Philippines, especial- 
ly, the need for the native scouts becomes more and more 
apparent every day, and the Secretary is now convinced 
that it would be unwise to dispense with their services. 

It is a certainty that there will be a provision in the 
bill relating to the transport service. Not that it is the 
intention of the Secretary to dispose of the Government 
transports on the Pacific at any time in the immediate 
future, but the time is admittedly not far distant when 
the traffic between this country and the Philippines will 
be so reduced that it will be possible to have the work 
done in a cheaper manner by the employment of privat« 
lines. When this time does arrive the Secretary wants 
to have the proper authority to sell the vessels not re- 
quired, but in order that the best prices be obtained it is 
needful that they have American registry. The necessary 
authority for this change will have to be granted b. 
Congress. 

The bill will contain many more provisions than those 
we have suggested, but, for the present, the Secretary 
does not desire that they be published to the Army. He 
is anxious that the bill meet with the approval of the 
Service, and therefore withholds it until all the details 
have been finally decided. We hope next week to give 
the bill. 





JUSTICE FOR REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 


In the bill entitled “An Act to Promote the Efficiency 
of the Revenue Cutter Service,” which has been favorably 
reported to the Senate by the Committee on Commerce, 
there is a gratifying promise of justice for a large body of 
brave and honorable officers whose claims upon the na- 
tion have been far too long neglected. The provisions of 
this bill are easily explained. They fix the rank of officers 
of the Revenue Cutter Service with corresponding grades 
in the Army and Navy; they stipulate that the compen- 
sation of officers of the Revenue Cutter Service should be 
the same as that paid to officers of the Army and Navy; 
they provide “longevity pay” for officers of the Revenue 
Cutter Service and finally they make provision for the 
retirement of such officers, because of age or disqualifica- 
tion incurred in the Service, upon terms similar to those 
which regulate retirements for the Army and Navy. 
There is nothing extravagant in any of these provisions. 
EXvery one of them is in accord with the first principle 
of justice and fair play, yet their adoption would correct 
glaring inequalities which for many years have deprived 
the officers of the Revenue Cutter Service of their de- 
served rewards. 

The status of the Revenue Cutter Service is at once 
anomalous and awkward. Nominally and by law it is a 
part of the civil establishment, yet for practical purposes 
it is regarded as a part of the military organization and 
has always been so treated. Its vessels are virtually 
armed cruisers; their officers are uniformed and bear 
military commissions; they are manned by enlisted men 
who, like their officers, are subject to naval discipline and 
are required to be proficient in the use of arms. More- 


over, the work of this Service is distinctly military in 


character. It involves the exercise of the highest form 
of police power, and its duties, year in and year out, are 








at least as arduous, as exacting and as hazarduous as 
those of any other branch of the military establishment 
on land or sea. That there should be any difference be- 
tween the honors, emoluments and privileges awarded to 
officers of this Service and those guaranteed to officers 
of corresponding grades in the Army and Navy is incon- 


sistent with every principle of right and justice. We . 


cannot believe that it was ever the intention that there 
should be any such difference whatever. But these ine- 
qualities exist, discreditable though they be, and as long 
as they remain they stand as a scorching rebuke to the 
Government. These inequalities can be illustrated by a 
comparison of the pay of officers of the three Services, 
rank for rank, who have served twenty years. Major of 
the Army and lieutenant commander of the Navy, each 
per year, $3,500; captain of the Revenue Cutter Service, 
$2,500. Captain of the Army and lieutenant of the Navy, 
each per year, $2,520; Ist lieutenant and chief engineer 
of the Revenue Cutter Service, $1,800. First lieutenant 
of the Army and lieutenant, junior, of the Navy, each per 
year, $2,100; 2d lieutenant and first assistant engineer 
of the Revenue Cutter Service, per year, $1,500. Second 
lieutenant of the Army and ensign of the Navy, each per 
year, $2,060; 3d lieutenant and 2d assistant engineer of 
the Revenue Cutter Service, per year, $1,200. If there 
is any ground in reason, equity or American common 
sense for the differences we have pointed out it has not 
yet been disclosed. 

We need not discuss the brilliant record of the Revenue 
Cutter Service. It is an honorable part of American his- 
tory, the latest addition to which is the story of the Mc- 
Culloch’s etlicient work at Manila in connection with Ad- 
miral Dewey's magnificent performance, and of the Hud- 
son’s heroic rescue of the U. S. S. Winslow at Cardenas, 
Cuba. During the Spanish War the Revenue Cutter Ser- 
vice had in active co-operation with the Army and Navy 
20 vessels, carrying 71 guns, 131 officers and 725 men. 
Their work was, like that of the Service throughout its 
whole career, intelligent, courageous and conspicuously 
efficient. It has been commended on almost innumerable 
occasions by commanding officers of the Army and Navy, 
and has demonstrated its value in hundreds of instances 
in both peace and war. Thebill by which it is now pro- 
posed to piace this Service on an equality with the Army 
and Navy is a belated effort to right a grievous wrong. It 
is a measure of simple justice, and we cherish the hope 
that it may be speedily enacted into law. 





DISCIPLINE IN THE NAVY. 


We find that officers of the Navy on sea duty are not 
well pleased with our article of Dec. 28, 1901, on disci- 
pline in the Navy. It is true, they tell us, that ccurts- 
marital are increasing in number steadily, but they ascribe 
this not to the increased severity of commanding officers 
but to the mildness with which serious military offences 
are treated by the reviewing authorities at Washington. 
A ship's company, they say, after being repeatedly called 
to muster on the quarter deck to hear the sentence of a 
general court-martial published, and always hearing “but 
the question of his dishonorable discharge will be held ir 
abeyance to be considered with reference to his conduct 
record during his term of confinement,” get the idea that 
the Navy cannot get along without them. 

In less than four years the enlisted force of the Navy 
has been more than doubled. Many mex belonging to the 
criminal classes have slipped in; they must be weeded out. 
A court-martial is the only way a commanding officer has 
of getting rid of them. The most severe sentence a 
summary court-martial can impose is “discharge from the 
Service with a bad conduct discharge,” “but,” the law 
adds, “the sentence shal! not be carried into effect in any 
foreign country.” This is an act of Congress. The Sec- 
retary of the Navy some six or seven years ago issued a 
general order requiring that all sentences of bad conduct 
discharge by a summary court-martial should be approved 
by the Navy Department before being carried into execu- 
tion. This is held to be illegal, as it limits a power con- 
ferred by act of Congress, but as it has never been tested 
by the courts, this order of the secretary is still in force. 

As a disciplinary measure the virtue of a summary 
court lies in the summary execution of the sentence, and it 
is contended that a great many summary courts are chary 
of giving a sentence of “bad conduct discharge” because 
they have learned that they are very apt to be turned 
down by the Department, and that the offender will then 
escape all punishment. The officers of a ship should cer- 
tainly be more competent judges as to whether a man 
should be retained in the Service or not than any officer 
in Washington could possibly be, no matter how much law 
he knows. And there can be no reason to doubt that these 
same officers are imbued with just as strong a sense of 
duty and fidelity to the highest ideals of discipline as the 
authorities who review their sentences. 

Looking at the matter with entire impartiality, we 
can quite understand that there should be a difference 
of opinion on this subject, owing to the difference in the 
point of view. The Department is under a constant pres- 
sure to obtain men for the Navy and is not well dis- 
posed to a severity of discipline that increases the diffi- 
culty in doing so. On the other hand officers who ar: 
compelled to enforce discipline find themselves placed in a 
humiliating position when the punishments they think it 
necessary to impose are remitted and the unruly sailor is 
permitted to congratulate himself upon seeing his officer 
turned down at Washington. This should be avoided, so 
far as possible, and the authority of the officer who bes 
understands the case should be sustained, except in ex- 
treme cases. On the other hand we commend to all those 
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exercising authority, in either Navy or Army, what has 
been said by that veteran soldier, Gen. Sir Garnet Wolse- 
ley, and quoted on page 498 of our last number. 

“In our intercourse with rank and file,” says Genera) 
Wolseley, “we must make them realize that all our inter 
ests are identical, causing the latest-joined recruit to feel 
that success is of as much real moment to him as it can be 
to the general. Let us study their prejudices, learn their 
individual characters, and by a knowledge of their respec- 
tive sensitiveness, guard against wounding their feelings, 
for in every company there will be men of actual refine- 
ment in comparison to others. Strive to raise the major- 
ity to a level with that small minority. In your punish- 
ments make the most marked distinction between ordinary 
offences and those committed when on duty, treating the 
latter with great severity. To know where to relax, 
where to remain firm, and where to tighten the reins, re- 
quires the exercise of great common sense, aided by ex- 
perience in the customs of war.” 

This advice would appear to be needed abroad ; possibly 
it may not be wholly without its application to our own 
Services. yr 


AID TO THE ENEMY. 


Senator Hoar’s resolution providing for an investigation 
of the conduct of the war in the Philippines by a special 
committee to be appointed for that purpose may not create 
any particular excitement in the United States, but it will 
doubtless be received by the Tagalog insurgents who are 
still in arms with undisguised delight. They will con- 
strue it as a sign that the President’s military policy in 
the Philippines has been attacked by the leaders of his 
own party in Congress, that the Government may yet be 
forced to abandon its attempt to establish American au- 
thority in the islands, and that consequently, if the insur- 
gents maintain their resistance a little while longer, they 
will come out victorious. A multitude of witnesses, both 
military and civilian, have testified that the insurrection 
has been continued largely because of the sympathy and 
encouragement which its leaders have received from senti- 
mental “anti-imperialists” in the United States, of whom 
Mr. Hoar is incomparably the ablest and therefore the 
most dangerous. His present proposal can have no other 
effect than to excite vain hopes in the minds of the Fuii- 
pinos who are now in arms against the flag. And in so 
far as it does that, it means increased hardship, not only 
for the insurgents themselves, but for the American troops 
who are under orders to suppress them. 

There is already a Senate Committee on the Philippines 
which is fully capable to undertake any investigation that 
may be thought necessary, and Judge Taft, the Civil Gov- 
ernor of the Philippines, who is now in the United States 
en route from Manila to Washington, is doubtless able 
and willing to supply all the information as to conditions 
in the islands that the most zealous could desire. In an 
unofficial statement made in San Francisco, Governor 
Taft gives a most encouraging report of civil progress in 
the Archipelago. He declares that the American author- 
ities have gained the confidence of the natives in all the 
organized provinces of Northern Luzon, that the people 





_in those provinces are loyal and trustworthy, and that 


with the aid of the native constabulary the islands in a 
a few months will be cleaner and more secure from la- 
drones and other criminal elements than thev ever were 
under Spanish rule. Governor Taft evidently has not 
heard of any oppression of the Filipinos by the Americans 
of which Mr. Hoar so bitterly complains. He has not a 
single word to say about such things and seemingly for 
the excellent reason that nothing of the kind exists ex- 
cept in the disordered imagination of the simpering “anti- 
imperialists” here in America.

THE URGENT DEFICIENCY BILL. 


The Urgent Deficiency Bill, H. R. 9315, carries a total 
appropriation of $16,704,230.54. Of this $1,376,831.08 
is for the War Department and $4,443,206.65 for the 
Naval Establishment. Among the items are $25,000 for 
unusual and extraordinary repairs to the steamer Pat- 
terson for the Coast and Geodetic Survey; $526.82 for 
Comdr. Frederick M. Symonds, U. 8S. N., for items paid 
by him as inspector of the 9th light-house district; 
$15,000 for the preparation of a site and erection of a 
pedestal for the statue of Rochambeau, by Ferdinand 
Hemar ; $500,000 for the establishment of a military post 
in the vicinity of Manila, P. L., including the construc- 
tion of barracks, quarters for officers, hospital, store- 
houses, etc., as well as water supply, lighting, sewerage 
and drainage, necessary for the accommodation of a gar- 
rison of two full regiments of Infantry, two Squadrons 
of Cavalry and two batteries of Artillery, this amount to 
be available until expended ; $250,000 for ordnance, ord- 
nance stores and supplies for the Military Establishment ; 
$10,000 for the reimbursement of contract or acting 
assistant surgeons, as provided in the general deficiency 
bill of March 3, 1901; $29,526 for the Military Academy. 

For the Naval Establishment the unexpended balance 
of the appropriation of fifty million dollars made by the 
natioral defense act of March 9, 1898, is reappropriated ; 
$599.50 is appropriated for pay, miscellaneous; $814.95 
to pay the bill of James A. McMahon for additional 
creosoting piles for wharf at naval training station, San 
Francisco Bay; $300,000 for various minor naval items; 
$4,000,000 toward the armament and armor of domestic 
manufacture for the vessels authorized by the Acts of 
June 10, 1896, March 3, 1897, May 4, 1898, March 3, 
1899, and June 7, 1900; $52,000 for general maintenance 
of yards and docks; $2,056.32 for maintenance, Bureau 
of Yards and Docks, for fiscal year of 1901; of the ap- 
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propriation of three million dollars appropriated for 
“Provisions, Navy,” for 1900, $200,000 of the unexpended 
palance is reappropriated to be transferred to the naval 
supply fund; for the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, 
$40,040.89 ; for the Marine Corps $06,721.02. 

The item of half a million dollars for a military post 
in Manila led to much debate when it came up in the 
House on Jan. 20. Mr. Hull raised the point that it was 
barred as new legislation no such post being established 
by present law. Until Congress has passed on the ques- 
tion whether it would establish a post at that point, he 
said, there can be no deficiency. 

In reply Mr. Cannon said: “There is an Armv of the 
United States. The Army is in service in the Philippine 
Islands. In the garrison at Manila are ninteen hun 
soldiers, Wao are housed partially in the old Spanish 
barracks, partially, perhaps, in captured buildings, par- 
tially in rented buildings. The Army is there now under 
the law. It is necessary to clothe them and to subsist 
them, to house them, in some instances in temporary bar- 
racks, and they are using these buildings as permanent 
barracks. Now, in the operations of the Army, for the 
purpose of efficient operations, it is necessary, in the opin- 
ion of the President and the War Department, to construct 
barracks about six miles out from Manila that will cost 
$500,000. If there be any law under which this appro- 
priation would be apt in any bill without legislation, it is 
the law that organizes the Army, that has placed it in the 
Plilippines, and makes its necessary operations important 
to the public service.”

“nse of the laws and regulations providing therefor 
fir the officers of the Government entitled thereto, are 
something more than a room at a hotel. They are his 
home. The officer having them is im their occupancy 
when temporarily absent therefrom just as when he 
is personally and physically present in them. His be- 
longings are in them. They are his roof tree and his 
castle. Commutation for quarters must be treated as if 
quarters in kind were assigned and in use by the of- 
fiver. ‘The commutation represents the thing com-

Asked by the House Military Committee as to the 
system of interchangability of officers adopted in the 
lyst Army bill, General Crozier. Chief of Ordnance, 
ssid: “It has been a complete failure, and I say this 
from the point of view of one who favors the alterna- 
‘ou of service between the staff and the line.”

e have about 140 decisions from the Comptroller 
during the Spanish war on pay alone, so that, of course, 
it requires a good deal of care and study.

We reported last week that the request of General 
Randolph for the co-operation of the Navy in the Artil- 
lery maneuvers next August had been forwarded to the 
Secretary of the Navy by General Miles with his ap- 
proval. The request of General Randolph has been 
promptly granted by Secretary Long. The maneuvers are 
to be held in the Artillery districts of Narragansett, 
R. I., and New London, Conn. Their object, as stated 
in the letter of General Randolph to the Secretary of 
the Navy, is to determine the efficiency of the materiel 
and test the training of the personnel. For the entire 
period of the operations two reliefs of men will be x 
on duty at all the Army posts within the extent of 
territory involved as if in actual war, and the greatest 
secrecy will be maintained relative to the time, nature 
and mode of attack to be made by the Navy. Only a 
few of the highest ranking officers of the Army will 
know anything of the plans of the Navy, and the same 
condition of affairs will prevail in the Navy in reference 
to the Army’s plans. In all probability the North Atlan- 
tic Squadron wil be assigned to take part in the ma- 
neuvers. The General Policy Board of the Navy has 
been intrusted with the plan of attack for the Navy, and 
every preparation is to be made for the success of the 
project. Great enthusiasm exists in both the Army and 
Navy over the idea of these joint maneuvers, and a 
good-natured rivalry has already arisen in the matter. 
As planned for the Artillery by Colonel Randolph, Chief 
of Artillery, the maneuvers will be by all odds the most 
interesting and instructive ever held in this country. 
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The recent transfer of Commander A. G. Kellogg, 
U. 8. N., from the retired furlough list to the retired 
pay list, and the confirmation of the appointment by 
the Senate corrects, so far as it is possible to undo 
what has been done, one of the most flagrant acts of 
injustice any officer of our Navy has ever suffered; for 
a gallant and able officer of perfectly correct habits, 
but suffering from a temporary aberration, due to 
malarial fever, was without the intervention of a com- 
petent alienist declared to be the victim of alcoholism 
and incarcerated in an asylum where he has been for ten 
years. To the credit of the Navy Department, be it 
said, that as soon as evidence, which could not be con- 
troverted, was placed before it, showing that a hor- 
rible mistake had been made, it acted promptly and 
energetically, and set about to right the weeny t had 
unwittingly inflicted upon a faithful servant. The rec- 
ords of the case were overhauled, and perhaps exam- 
ined intelligently for the first time, for, by a curious 
irony of fate, the law officer of the department, whose 
duty it was to pass upon Kellogg’s case, occupied the 
adjoining room to him less than six months afterward, 
a victim of paresis, from which he died. But to Kel- 
logg’s friends, the question recurs again and again; 
what will make up to him for the wreck of the last 
ten years of his life; years as utterly lost as if he 
had been buried alive, years of which the very memory 
must be an anguish to recall. He came to the 
insane asylum forty-seven or eight years old, and he 
leaves it nearly sixty, with nothing to show for the 
vanished years, and haunted with the memory of a life 
behind prison walls with lunatics, pauper and criminal, 
for his companions. What will atone for this? 


The Army quartermaster on Government transports 
came in for a wigging at the hands of some members 
of the House Military Committee during their exami- 
nation of General Ludington. Chairman Hull, who 
had a varied experience with transports in trying to 
get home from the Philippines, had heard of a quarter- 
master who ordered the captain of the ship he was 
in charge of to eat with the petty officers. Mr. Hull 
thought it “perfectly outrageous for a quartermaster 
to have anything to do with the sailing of a ship.” 
General Ludington answered that he had no right to 
interfere in the sailing of the ship or the discipline 
of the ship. If he did so he disobeyed orders and would 
be dealt with accordingly. He had heard of no vessel 
that had been wrecked because of the interference of 
the quartermaster with the sailing master. The quar- 
termaster held a position analagous to that of purser 
with a little more authority. He said: “There un- 
set evo | has been some friction among these people, 
but we have to take such quartermasters as the Presi- 
dent appoints.” They are all volunteer officers. To 
this Chairman Hull responded: “My information on 
transports was that where the quartermaster attended 
to his own business, there was no friction, but on 
some of the transports the sailing masters said they 
had an infernally hard time and had to suffer great 
humiliation at the hands of the quartermaster, and 
that it was within the rower of the quartermaster to 
make it almost unbearable for the sailing masters and 
the officers managing the ship.” 








The Senate Committee on Military Affairs, at its 
meeting on Jan. 23, gave exclusive consideration to the 
objections raised to the confirmation of the appoint- 
ment of William Crozier as Chief of Ordnance, For 
over two hours Mr. Stickney, the representative of the 
Brown Segmental Wire-Tube Gun Company, was lis 
tened to by the committee on the matter. Mr. Stick- 
ney made an attack upon the Ordnance Department of 
the Army, and gave many reasons why, in his judgment, 
General Crozier should not be confirmed. There is no

The Navy Department has received the report of the 
board of officers, of which Capt. Geo. A. Converse 
was the President, on the recent list of the floating dry 
dock at New Orleans, La.: The Sterling was docked 
Dec. 30 and undocked Jan. 3. The Lilinois was docked 
Jan. 6 and undocked Jan. 11. The board reports that 
the docking of both these vessels was satisfactory. 
The report states: ‘From the tests to which the dock 
whs subjected in docking the Illinois, the board is of 
the opinion that the dock is capable of satisfactorily 
docking a 15,000 ton battleship whenever the necessary 
depth of water is available upon the site. It will have 
with a vessel of this displacement a freeboard of 
21 inches, measured to the level of the pontoon deck. 
During the docking of the Sterling and Illinois there 
were no indications whatever of any defect, weakness, 
or imperfection due to faulty or imverfect material, 
workmanship, or design in the dock or its accessories 
and apnurtenances, except as follows: The dock does 
not fulfill the specifications as to maximum allowable 
deflections, although the amounts are believed not to 
be dangerous to vessels being docked, and it is recom- 
mended that these requirements be waived. Various 
suggestions for the correction of minor defects in the 
dock are made by the board. 


The Comptroller of the Treasury has decided ‘that 
under General Orders 108, War Department, of 1863, 
an officer’s discharge toek effect on the day of the dis- 
charge of the company of which he was_a member. 

Ip 
the claim of Lieut. Comdr. C. B. T. Moore, of the

tates, notwithstanding that such an officer may be 
receiving sea pay at the time by reason of the fact that 
he is ordered to travel on the vessel. This decision 
changes the former practice in the Auditor's office, 
and I assume that this statement will enable you (Sec- 
retary of the Navy) to determine whether payment 
should be made in this case. Of course, the officer 
can maintain po claim for traveling expenses during 
any portion of the time he may have been attached to 
the vessel in any other capacity than that of a pas- 
senger.”

The rumored price to be paid for 
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NAVY RATION AND MESSING. 


July 15, 1901, the Secretary appointed a board to de- 
termine the sufficiency of the Navy ration and to recom- 
mend changes “with the view of preparing a proper up-to- 
date ration and messing system for the Navy.” The 
members of this board were Capt. John J. Hunker, Lieut. 
Oomdrs. Vincendon L. Cottman and Charles J. Badger, 
Paymrs. William J. Littell, Frank T. Arms, and John 8. 
Carpenter, U. 8S. N., as members, and Surg. Henry G. 
Bever, U. S. N. Med. Insp. Walter A. McClurg was 
subsequently substituted for Surgeon Beyer as a member 
of the board. The report of the board is dated Sept. 4, 
1901, and has been heretofore alluded to here, the rec- 
ommendations of the board appearing in our synopsis of 


the annual report of the Bureau of Navigation published 
Oct. 19, p. 166. There were the usual delays in passing 
the report of the ration board through the Department 
so that it has only just been printed and made public. 
Omitting the formal introduction, it is as follows: 

4. The pay of enlisted men being based upon the assump- 
tion that they are wholly subsisted by the Government, the 
ration should form a complete dietary sufficient in 
amount and variety to meet their physical needs and to 
afford a reasonable gratification. | 

5. The present ration does not meet these requirements, 
for while of excellent quality it is deficient both in quan- 
tity and variety, milk and certain condiments being alto- 
gether omitted. 

6. Extra issues of provisions should be allowed to enlist- 
ed men of the engineer and dynamo force while standing 
night watches under steam. Such work is of a very ex- 
hausting character, and cannot properly be performed 
upon an empty stomach. 

7. As the methods of preparing and cooking food on 
board ship are necessarily more wasteful than on shore, 
and as the appetites of men are sharpened by sea air and 
hard work, it is almost a universal custom for enlisted 
rien to supplement the Government ration by individual 
contributions of money, thus practically reducing their 
pay by the amount of such contributions. 

8. The law prescribing the components of the ration has 
remained practically unchanged for forty years. Hav- 
ing in view the improved standards of living among all 
classes of people, the Board recommends legislation as 
follows: 

Hereafter the Navy ration shall consist of the follow- 
ing daily allowance of provisions to each person: One 
pound and a quarter salt or smoked meat, with three 
ounces of dried or six ounces of canned fruit, and three 
gills of beans or pease, or twelve ounces of flour; or 
one pound of preserved meat, with three ounces of dried 
or six ounces of canned fruit and twelve ounces of rice 
or eight ounces of canned vegetables, or four ounces of 
desiccated vegetables; together with one pound of bis- 
cuit, two ounces of butter, four ounces of sugar, two 
ounces of coffee or cocoa, or one half ounce of tea and 
one ounce of condensed milk or evaporated cream; and 
a weekly allowance of one-half pound of macaroni, four 
ounces of cheese, four ounces of tomatoes, one-half pint 
of vinegar, one-half pint of pickles, one-half pint of 
molasses, four ounces of salt, one-quarter ounce of pep- 
per, and one-half ounce of dry mustard. Five pounds 
of lard, or a suitable substitute, will be allowed for every 
hundred pounds of flour issued as bread, and such quan- 
tities of yeast as may be necessary. 

The following substitution for the components of the 
ration may be made when deemed necessary by the 
senior officer present in command: 

For one and one-quarter pounds of salt or smoked 
meat or one pound of preserved meat, one and three- 
quarter pounds of fresh meat; in lieu of the article 
usually oued with salt, smoked, or preserved meat, 
fresh vegetables of equal value; for one pound of biscuit, 
one and one-quarter pounds of soft bread or eighteen 
ounces of flour; for three gills of beans or pease, twelve 
ounces of flour or rice, or eight ounces of canned vege- 
tables; and for twelve ounces of flour or rice, or eight 
ounces of canned vegetables, three gills of beans or pease. 

An extra allowance of coffee or cocoa, two ounces of 
sugar, four ounces of hard bread or its equivalent, and 
four ounces of preserved meat or its equivalent, will be 
allowed to enlisted men of the engineer and dynamo 
force when standing night watches under steam. 

Section 1584 of the evised Statutes of the United 
States, and so much of the act of May 3, 1880, “‘making 
appropriations for the naval service for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1881, and for other purposes” as author- 
ized the Secretary of the Navy to substitute desiccated 
tomatoes are hereby repealed. 


9. The quantities above proposed are not arbitrary, but 
are based upon the actual consumption of food on board 
several ships having the consolidated messing system. In 
the opinion of the Board the ration can be changed as rec- 
ommended without exceeding the nominal value as now 
fixed by law; that is, thirty cents per man per diem. 

12. The proposed ration is believed to be most generous, 
and to contain everything necessary to support the health 
and well-being of the men, in any climate. 

18. As it is impracticable to prescribe in fixed terms 
of law a dietary that will satisfactorily meet all the vary- 
ing conditions of climate, season, and market, a limited 
commutation should be permitted. Such an arrangement 
gives the necessary elasticity to the ration, and if the priv- 
ilege is restricted on board cruising vessels to chief petty 
officers. officers’ mess attendants, and one-fourth of all 
other enlisted men, there need be no unnecessary loss from 
the deterioration of Government stores. For obvious 
reasons the privilege of commutation on board cruising 
vessels should be limited as indicated. 

In this connection the Board recommends that 
Congress be asked to authorize the payment of ration 
money for enlisted men by public bill, monthly, to com- 
missary officers and mess treasurers. 

15. This money should not be credited or paid to mem- 
bers of the various messes, as it belongs to the messes 
and not to the individual members thereof. } 

16. The present method involves having men receipt 
for what they do not actually receive, and as it is often- 
times not understood, creates a feeling of distrust, or, if 
understood, a feeling of resentment at being deprived of 
its control. : 

17, The practice of giving cooks and messmen their 
commuted rations, and allowing them to subsist upon food 
rightfully belonging to other men, is wrong in principle 
and should be absolutely prohibited. The Board recom- 
mends that no person employed in the service of the gen- 
eral mess shall be permitted to receive from the commis- 
sary officer or his assistants, or by subscription from the 
men, ration money or any extra compensation. 

18. When a complete ration, liberal in quantity and 
varied in character, is provided by law, there will be no 
necessity for individual contributions on the part of en- 
tisted men. As there are on all ships men who are either 
unable or unwilling to make such contributions, any 
system which depends upon or permits such aid is inher- 
ently weak. The Board recommends that individual con- 
tributions to the mess fund be prohibited. 

_ 19. Canned roast beef and mutton are not relished by 
the enlisted men. While this may be due to the want of 





skill in preparing such articles for the table, a de- 
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fied entintinn against them exists; and for this reason 
the recommends that the issues thereof be reduced 
or wholly discontinued, and that smoked canvas-covered 
hams or shoulders, tinned bacon, and canned salmon be 
substituted in their place. 

20. The addition of sauerkraut (as pickle) is recom- 
mended. 

21. The partial substitution of canned fruit for dried 
fruit will afford a pleasing variety without, it is believed, 
material: increase in cost. 

22. The issue of cocoa as a substitute for coffee was 
tried some years ago without satisfactory results. The 
Board is of opinion that with the addition of condensed 
milk to the ration, its occasional issue would afford an 
agreeable and wholesome change. 

23. As there is a decided preference for soft bread on 
the part of enlisted men, it is recommended that where 
such bread can be conveniently procured, not more than 
one issue of biscuit be required each week. 

24. It is also recommended that commanding officers 
be authorized to direct the issue of turkey and other 
fowls (as fresh meat) upon legal holidays when such 
articles can be procured at reasonable prices. 

25. The adoption of an “emergency ration” for landing 
parties and for use in “abandon ship” and “arm and 
away” drills is recommended. 

26. Besides the obvious advantages of a condensed food 
for these occasions, such action would obviate the loss 
of provisions resulting from injury to packages incident 
to frequent rough handling. 

27. A table of weekly issues based upon the proposed 
ration is submitted herewith; also a table showing the 
cost of several variations of the proposed ration based 
upon current New York prices—both of which tables are 
appended hereto, marked “C,” “D.” 

COOKING, SERVING AND COMMISSARY PERSONNEL. 

28. The manner of preparing and serving the ration is 
next in importance to the ration itself. Much of the dis- 
satisfaction now experienced is due to lack of skilled 
cooks and zealous messmen. 

29. The Board recommends that the consolidated mess- 
ing system ve made compulsory on board all vessels of 
the Navy, and that the general regulations governing 
commutation be modified only for hospital, receiving and 
station ships, torpedo boats, yard tugs, and lighters; that 
all enlisted men of the Navy and Marine Corps on board 
ship, excepting chief petty officers and messmen detailed 
to officers’ messes, shall belong to the consolidated mess. 

30. ‘tne advantages of having one general mess system 
for all vessels are too obvious to require enumeration. 

31. In order to secure skilled stewards, cooks, and 
bakers, adequate pay should be provided for such men; 
and, as the Board has recommended that no additional 
compensation shall be paid them by the commissary of- 
ficer or his assistants, or by the men themselves, it now 
recommends the following ratings and rates of pay: Chief 
commissary steward, monthly pay, $15; commissary stew- 
ard, $60: ship’s cook, first class, $55; ship’s cook, second 
class, $40; ship’s cook, third class, $30; ship’ cook, fourth 
class, $25; baker, first class, $45; baker, second class, $35. 

32. Chief commissary stewards and commissary stew- 
ards should rank as chief petty officers, and with the cooks 
and bakers i to tne pay division. 

33. The personnel of the commissary force should be 
as follows: 
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34. For vessels having complements of less than 151 
men, the personnel of the commissary force should be pre- 
scribed by the Bureau of Navigation, with reference to 
the service upon which the vessel is employed. 

35. Petty officers and enlisted men of the general mess 
should be divided into submesses of about twenty men each 
in accordance with their arrangement in divisions as near- 
ly as may be, and to each of these submesses one messman 
should be allowed. Petty oficers should mess with their 
own divisions when practicable. 

36. In order to secure competent messmen it is recom- 
mended that men detailed for such duty shall, while so 
acting, except when assigned as reliefs during the tem- 
porary absence of the regular messmen, receive extra 
compensation at the rate of five dollars per month. 

37 Chief petty officers should form a separate mess 
and be allowed one cook. When the number in the mess 
is more than twelve, one messman should also be allowed. 

38. In no case should a petty officer be detailed for 
duty as messman;: nor should apprentices be so detailed 
except in cases of emergency. 

MESS GEAR. 

39. The allowance of cooking utensils and galley fur- 
niture is not ordinarily sufficient to last for a period of a 
ship’s commission as contemplated. Such articles are in- 
dispensable, and as they cannot rightfully be charged 
against individual members of the general mess, and 
should not be bought with ration money, specificaly ap- 
propriated for the purchase of food, it is recommended 
that when lost, destroyed, or worn-out in service, and 
condemned by survey, they shall be immediately replaced 
in the manner provided for “articles not in excess of al- 
lowance.” 

ADMINISTRATION. 

40. The pay officer, or, on vessels having no pay officer 
attached, an officer designated by the captain, should act 
as commissary of the general mess, and, as such, should 
have direct authority, under the captain, over the com- 
missary steward, cooks, bakers, and others at the galley. 
He should pay particular attention to the 4 financial 
conduct and judicious administration of the mess, his re- 
sponsibility ending with the delivery of the cooked food to 
the messmen at the galley. 

41. The commissary steward should, under the direction 
of the commissary officer, attend to the daily marketing, 
exercising general control over the cooks and others at 
the galley, and perform such other duties as the com- 
missary officer may assign him. He should be prohib- 
ited from contracting any indebtedness without the specif- 
ic authority of the commissary officer. 
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42. Commissary stewards, cooks, and bakers should 
be excused from all drills excepting “clear ship for action,” 
“general quarters,” “abandon ship,” “fire drill,” and 
“target practice.” At all times when food is being pre- 
pared at the galley or oven for use, excepting in cases 
of actual emergency, a sufficient number of cooks and 
bakers should be left in charge. 

43. The commanding officer should appoint a board of 
three officers to audit the accounts of the general mess. 
This board should meet as early as practicable in each 
month te audit the mess accounts for the previous month, 
It should make a written report embodying the result 
of its audit and such recommendations as to the ad- 
ministration «f the mess as it may deem advisable. 

44. The executive officer should be responsible for the 
detail, organization, and discipline of the messmen of the 
general mess, for the proper service of the food at the 
mess tables, and for the condition of the mess furniture 
and appurtenances. 


COMMISSARY STORES. 





45. The establishment of “commissary stores” similar 
to those now in sucessful operation on several ships of the 
Navy is highly desirable, but as public funds can not be 
used for the purchase of stock, such stores can be estab- 
lished only by contribution on the part of the enlisted 
men concerned. 

46. When the men desire to contribute money for this 
purpose, commanding officers should be authorized in their 
discretion, to establish such stores under the direction and 
control of the commissary officers. 

47. In such cases the amounts originally subscribed by 
the men should be repaid from the first available profits, 
after which the profits should be used for the purchase of 
additional supplies or to supplement the mess funds. The 
accounts of the commissary store should be audited monthi- 
ly by the board appointed to audit the mess accounts. 

When a vessel having a commissary store is placed 
out of commission or in reserve, the assets should be dis 
tributed equally among the members of the general meas. 

49. In all cases when a commissary store is establish- 
ed, a suitable storeroom should be provided and a com- 
petent yeoman detailed for duty therein. 

Paragraphs 10 and 11, omitted, refer to the folowing ti 
tle of nutritive values given at the end of the report. 
At the conclusion of their report the Board show what 
changes are required by legislation on tne action of the 
Department to carry their recommendations into effect :

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REPLY TO GENERAL CROZIER. 
To the Committee on Military Affairs, United States Sen- 


ate: 

Gentlemen: Having been permitted to see the letters 
written to you by the Secretary of War and Gen. Wil- 
liam Crozier, relating to the objections made by me, as 
the representative of the Trustees of the Brown Segmen- 
tal wire-tube gun, to the confirmation of the nomination of 
General Crozier as Chief of Ordnance, I respectfully re- 
new my request, dated the 8th instant, to be allowed to 
present a short oral argument to you against the confirma- 
tion of this appointment. 

The letter of General Crozier makes no denial of any 
material statement contained in my letter of Jan. 8 He 
admits having made a sale of the rights in his foreign pat- 
euts for a disappearing gun mounting to a corporation 
which, at the time when the sale was made, had contracts 
with the Ordnance Department for supplying large quan- 
tities of ordnance material to the Unitel States. In addi- 
tion to the sum paid down by the Bethlehem Lron Com- 
pany for the rights in the foreign patents mentioned (re- 
ported to have been sixty thousand dollars), General Cro- 
vier admits that the Bethlehem Iron Company has 
to pay him “a stated sum” for each carriage constructed 
for foreign countries under the patents named. The 
amount of the royalty on each carriage to be paid to Gen- 
eral Crozier by the Bethlehem Iron Company was not 
<tated in General Crozier’s reply to this committee’s re- 
quest for information, but it forms a connecting link be- 
tween the Bethlehem Lron Company and General Crozier, 
making him practically a partner in the business of that 
company te the extent of the latter’s foreign orders for the 
Crozier disappearing gun-carriage ; and every contract for 
carriages of the Crozier design that is given out in the 
I nited States will help to sell similar carriages in foreign 
countries, and General Crozier will receive a direct pecu- 
niary profit on every such sale. 

In my letter to you, dated Jan. 8, I quoted an extract 
from the act approved Feb. 18, 1893, which provided that 
no person should be a member of, or serve on, the Board 
of Ordnance and Fortification who was “in any manner 
interested in any invention, device or patent,” which had 
come or might come before that board for test or adop- 
tion. General Crozier replies that, occording to his inter- 
pretation of the law it does not render him ineligible to 
serve on the Board of Ordnance and Fortification. I hard- 
|) need to call your attention to the fact that, even though 
the law were ambiguous or self-contradictory—as it is not 

there is no constitutional nor statutory right vested in 
the Chief of Ordnance to interpret an act of Congress for 
his own benefit. 

Most of General Crozier’s letter is devoted to an ad- 
mission that he tested not only his own invention but also 
one of a similar character, of which his invention was a 
rival. The most extraordinary feature of this part of Gen- 
eral Crozier’s letter is the fact that he does not seem to be 
aware that he was deserving of even adverse criticism— 
still less censure—for his course in this matter. The 
Cuief of Ordnance has been permitted to become the judge 
of so many things connected with the supply of war ma- 

erial to the Government that it is of the greatest im- 
portance to the United States that he should have at least 
some semblance of a judicial mind. General Crozier’s ad- 
missions fully justify the belief that he is not aware of one 
ff the most important requisites of a judge—namely, that 
he shall have no personal interest in twisting the facts or 
in misinterpreting the law. 

Concerning “the merits of the Brown segmental wire- 
tube system” of gun-making, referred to in the last a- 
sraph of General Crozier’s letter to this committee, I will 
werely say that a 5-in. gun built on this system eight 
years ago gave a higher muzzle velocitvy—3,235 foot-sec- 
onds——than has ever been given by any other gun of equal 
weight of projectile, calibre and length, and that, on the 
157th round, it sustained—without showing a sign of in- 
jury until after 35 additional rounds of enormous pres- 
sures had been fired from it—a higher pressure (82,850 
pounds per square inch) than has been applied to any oth- 
er gun without bursting it instantly. The Brown segmen- 

| wire-tube 5-in. type gun, tested in 1899, was the first 
gun in this country ever tested with smokeless powder 
for 300 rounds, and that it gave a higher muzzle velocity— 
iveraging 2,600 foot-seconds for the 300 rounds, with a 
iaximum of 2,821 foot-seconds—than any other gun that 
has ever been built for the United States Army, either by 
the Ordnance Eepartment or by contract. The “merits 
of the Brown segmental wire-tube system” have been so 
clearly established bv actual test that, if it had been in- 
vented by a captain in the Ordnance Corps, every one of 
the 276 Buffington-Crozier gun-carriages named by Gen- 
eral Crozier as now in service or under construction 
would carry or be destined to carry a Brown segmental 
wire-tube gun. The old “built-up” gun is obsolete, and 
the choice of a new type lies between the Brown segmen- 
ial wire-tube gun and, apparently, the rival invention that 
las been coddled along by the Ordnance Department— 
namely, the Crozier wire-wound gun. The former has 
proven its merit. The latter, in the form described in the 
patent, has not even been put into shape. The old form 
was never fired with smokeless powder ; it never gave more 
than 2,123 foot seconds velocity, and it was never sub- 
jected to a greater pressure than 46,000 pounds to the 
square inch. The foregoing statements concerning these 
two guns are matters of official record. (See page 342 of 
the report of the Chief of Ordnance for 1894-1895; pages 
319 to 921 of the report for 1896, and pages 293-296 of the 
report for 1900.) 

In my letter of Jan. 8 to this committee, I called your 
attention to a policy of determined and effectual oppo- 
sition to every practicable invention presented to the Ord- 
nince Department by a civilian citizen of the United 
States; also to the fact that “only in the field of war ma- 
terial has the American inventor failed to receive the en- 
couragement of his own Government.” General Crozier 
soys that “the inaccuracy of this statement will be ap- 
perent from a glance at the following impromptu list of 
irticles adopted for use in the service of the United States, 
upon the recommendation of the Ordnance Department, 
but not produced by its officers ;” and then he names six- 
teen articles bearing the names of Hotchkiss, Gatling, 
Rafferty, Driggs-Schroeder, Parrott, Maxim, Krag-Jor- 
gensen, Mills, Gardner, Colt, Scott, Quinlan, Lewis, and 
Smith & Wesson. Krag, Jorgenson, and Scott are for- 
eigners living abroad. Rafferty Parrott, Driggs, Schroe- 
der and Lewis are officers of the Army or Navy. As for 
the implied claim that the Ordnance Department gave en- 
couragement to Colt, Gardner, and Smith & Wesson, Gen- 
eral Crozier might as well assert that, because the Army 
has “adopted for use” the telegraph and the tele , the 
Ordnance Department gave encouragement to Morse and 
Rell. I do not believe that General Crozier will venture 
beyond the safe protection of innuendo to claim that the 
Ordnance Department of the any ever gave encoura 
ment to Hotchkiss, Gatling and Hiram Maxim, except by 
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buying their war material after its superiority had been 
proven, in spite of the Ordnance Department’s opposition 
or neglect while they were developing their inventions. 
General Crozier’s letter is at once a confession and an 

indictment. He sees no impropriety in being a member 
of a board that tests his own invention, and also a rival’s 
similar invention; he assumes that the right to interpret 
on act of Congress so as to nullify its plain intent, and 
he makes a statement intended to convey the idea that 
the Ordnance Department has given encouragement to 
American civilian inventors—a statement in which the 
chief quality recognizable is audacity.

GROUNDING OF THE HARTFORD. 

The court of inquiry which convened at the Navy Yard, 
New York, on Jan, 15, for the purpose of inquiring into 
the circumstances connected with the grounding of the 
U. 8S. S. Hartford in the harbor of New London, Conn., 
on the Sth instant, and the collision of said vessel with 
the barge Alice in the same harbor on the 9th idem. found 


as follows: 

“That Comdr. W. H. Reeder, U. S. N., was absent from 
the U. S. S. Hartford with proper authority at the time 
of the grounding of that vessel on the morning of the 8th 
instant. ‘the court finds that the Hartford grounded in 
soft bottom to the westward of the deep water channel 
through an erroneous estimate of the distance of the ves- 
sel from the eastern shore of the Thames River, which er- 
ror of judgment was ante 4 due to there being no chan- 
nel marks in the river. e grounding of the vessel 
caused no injury whatever to the hull. For this error of 
judgment Lieut. Comdr. A. Sharp, U. 8S. N., and Lieut. 
Comdr, H. M. Dombaugh, U. 8S. N., are both responsible. 
On the morning of Jan. 9, 1902, in hauling off the Hart- 
ford from where she grounded on the previous day and 
while that vessel was not under full control and in a nar- 
row channel, she collided with the barge Alice, the second 
and last barge of a tow, causing damage to the Alice 
amounting to $4.40 and to the Hartford injury to the rud- 
der, to be repaired at an estimated cost of $1,000. The 
court does not consider that the collision of the U. 8. 8. 
Hartford with the barge Alice on the morning of Jan. 9, 
1902, was due to fault or negligence on the ext of any of 
the officers or members of the crew of the U.S . S. Hart- 
ford. The court is of opinion that no further proceed- 
ings should be had in the matter.” 

In his comments on the findings the Judge Advocate 
General quotes from Article 1676, Regulations, and says: 

“While it appears from the Regulations that Comman- 
der Reeder, as senior officer present at New London, was 
authorized to grant himself leave of absence not exceeding 
seven days, it does not appear that he complied with the 
requirement, that the granting of such leaves ‘shall be im- 
mediately reported to the Navy Department.’ Taken in 
connection with the fact that he left the ship anchored in 
narrow waters, with instructions to her executive officer, 
given on the 7th of January, to proceed with her to the 
Navy Yard, New London, on the morning of the 8th idem. 
about 8 o'clock, to coal ship, and that, as shown by his 
evidence before the court, he contemplated, before the 
vessel under his command sailed from Newport, visiting 
New York from New London upon arrival at the last- 
named port, indicating that: there was ample time for 
him to communicate with the Navv Department and 
obtain the desired leave, I am of opinion that unqualified 
approval by the Department of that part of the finding of 
the court which is above quoted would establish a dan- 
gerous precedent, and that under existing conditions qual- 
itied approval only thereof is justifiable. Subject to the 
foregoing remarks, I have the honor to recommend that 
the proceedings, findings, and opinion of the court be 
approved.” JuDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL.

NAVAL BATTLE AT PANAMA. 

There was a sharp but indecisive battle in the harbor of 
Panama on the morning of Jan. 20 between the naval 
forces of the Colombian Government and those of the 
Colombian revolutionists, in which General Alban, Gov- 
ernor of Panama, was killed. The Government also lost 
five others killed and ten wounded. The rebels had 
twenty wounded, but the number killed has not been 
ascertained. 

The Government vessels engaged were the Lautaro, 
having two heavy guns, and the Chiquito, both former 
merchant ships. The rebel vessels were the steam- 
ers Patadilla, Darien and Gaitan. The rebel vessels had 
rapid fire guns and carried insurgent troops commanded 
by General Herrera. The Government flotilla was tak- 
en by surprise, and the Padilla attacked the Lautaro at 
close range. The position of the Lautara was such that 
she could not use her large guns mounted forward and 
had to depend upon her smaller guns mounted aft. The 
gunner in charge of one of these pieces was killed early 
in the fight as was General Alban, who was on the quar- 
ter deck. The Patadilla’s fire soon became so fierce that 
the Lautaro was compelled to withdraw. Flames were 
bursting from her portholes, and the U. 8S. 8. Philadelphia, 
which lay near the scene of action, sent boats to rescue 
her wounded and other survivors. The Lautaro was in 
a sinking condition. 

While the fight between the Padilla and the Lautaro 
was in progress. the rebel steamers Darien and Gaitan 
started for the Government wharf to land troops for an 
attack upon the town. ‘They were intercepted by the 
Government ship Chiquito, and a fight occurred in which 
the Darien received such injuries that she had to with- 
draw, and was eventually beached. The Giatan escaped 
down the bay. The following dispatch concerning the en- 
gagement has been sent to the Navy Department by Capt. 
William W. Mead, commanding the U. 8. S. Philadelphia 
which has been stationed at Panama since the recent 
capture of Colon by the rebels: 





Panama, Jan. 21. 

“Insurgent steamer Patadilla attacked Lautaro yester- 
day morning at close gyecters. Crew has deserted her. 
Is now on fire and sinking. The Lautaro was a Colom- 
bian gunboat recently purchased.” 

General Garcia has succeeded General Alban as mili- 
tary commander of the district, and Senor Arjoria has 
been named as Civil Governor.

TROOPERS ON SKIS. 


Capt. A. B. Bradley, Med. Dept., U. 8. A., has an 
interesting article in the New York Sun of Jan. 19 on 
the work of the troops stationed at Fort Yellowstone 
and e in preventing law breaking in the Yellow- 
stone National Park. It is in the winter that lawlessness 
can best be conducted, and it is during this time that 
the greatest vigilance must be exercised. The snow shoe 
or the ski is the only means by which this can be accom- 
plished from November until May. So when the early 
snows have deeply covered the ground, the summer mount 
is abandoned to the stable, and the hardy trooper takes 
to the ski as his winter steed. 

In using the ski a peculiar stride is necessary; one 
foot is thrust ahead so as to acquire a gliding motion, 
and while thus sliding the other foot repeats the move- 
ment, then the first again, and so on. e skis are not 
lifted but are pushed forward by peculiar movements or 
thrusts of the thigh, the weight of the body being thrown 
forward to aid impetus. © 

Skiing is most fatiguing and the progress made depends 
on conditions of snow and weather. ‘The itinerary of 
the Park is so planned that not more than twenty miles 
of skiing is contemplated as a day's journey. 

Scattered in the Park are eight winter stations for the 
soldiers, each garrisoned usually by one non-commissioned 
officer and three privates. These stations are comfortable 
cabins, built of logs and chinked with mud or plaster. 
All supplies for eight months are put in early in autumn 
by wagon transportation. 

Each station has assigned to it a certain district, which 
the men must keep patrolled, watching carefully for any 
evidence of poaching, and noting anything of interest as 
to the game, its condition, etc. 

At intervals little huts have been constructed about 
one day’s journey apart, which have been designated 
snow-shoe cabins; these are stocked in the fall with a 
small amount of food, some bedding, fuel, cooking uten- 
sils, an axe and a shovel. ’ 

For the soldier on skis special clothing is supplied. 
On the feet they wear soft woolen socks; then German or 
Artic socks, and over these a lumberman’s rubber shoe; 
their underwear is good, soft, warm, woolen material ; 
their coats are loose fitting, short, Mackinaw garments. 

They wear the blue army shirt and trousers, and Scotch 
caps with earpieces, though some men prefer the regula- 
tion fur cap. Fur is unsuitable for all wear except 
gloves, for the violent exercise of skiing causes profuse 
perspiration, and fur garments do not permit its evapo- 
ration and escape.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Much satisfaction is expressed among naval officers at 
the conclusion of the long drawn out sepeniete for the 
acquisition of a naval station at Pearl Harbor, Island of 
Oahu. The area acquired comprises about 650 acres and 
is situated some seven miles from the capital city of Hon- 
olulu at the terminus of a fine piece of steam railway 
owned by the merchants of the island. Plans are already 
in a forward state for the prompt erection of fortifi- 
cations and other necessary work to render this station 
among the most completely equipped of any under con- 
trol of the United States Government. extensive 
dock is among the items soon to be commenced and 
necessary shops and other fixtures will soon follow. $5,- 
000,000 is the preliminary estimate for expenses. 

In the docaing of the U. 8. 8S. Llinois at New Orleans, 
La., on Jan. G6, on the new floating dock, the contract time 
for raising the ship was three hours. It was accomonlished 
in one hour and fifty-seven minutes. The ship began 
moving from her anchorage shortly after 9 o'clock, and 
it took three hours to get her in position in the sub- 
merged dock. A few minutes after noon the pumps began 
working, and just three minutes less than two hours af- 
ter, they ceased, with the floor of the dock three feet above 
the level of the water. 

Bids for constructing a coaling plant at the Navy Yord, 
Bremerton, Wash., have been advertised for with all the 
necessary accessories and coaling devices. There will be 
two sheds each about 85x200 feet and 50 feet apart. The 
coaling wharf projects out in front of the coal sheds 
about 650 feet. The outer 350 feet carries bins for chut- 
ing coal by gravity into vessels lying on either side of the 
wharf. One or more moveable towers equipped with 
power shovel run on top of the bins together with the 
cable railways. The inner 300 feet of wharf is occupied 
by a trestle carrying the cable railway from the w 
level up to the tap of the bins, and from the top of the 
bins to the top of the coal sheds. The plant wil be fur- 
nished complete with the latest improved coal handling 
machinery. 

There is a harmony between Germany’s naval progress 
and her growth in merchant marine, which is regarded in 
England with rising apprehension. It is pointed out by 
a writer in the London Graphic that in all classes of 
merchant ships of 10,000 tons or more, England is behi 
her continental rival. Of such vessels in 1900 Englan 
had 20 and Germany had 21, but at the close of 1901 Eng- 
land had 21 to Germany's “In ships of 6,000 to 
10,000 tons,” says the writer mentioned above, ot. 
land is a long way ahead, but the trade of the world 
tending to the employment of great dimensions and dis- 
placements, and it certainly looks as though we were being 
left. With a fleet of these large ships it is 
clear that Germany would be able without any difficulty 
to move two army corps by sea.” 

Great anxiety prevails in British naval circles concern- 
ing H. M. 8. 8. Condor, which is more than six weeks out 
from Puget Sound en route to Honolulu. Vessels which 
left Honolulu four weeks after the Condor sailed for that 
port report at San Francisco that nothing was seen of 
the missing ship. The British cruiser Phaeton, stationed 
at Esquimault, has been sent to search for the missing ves- 
sel. The Condor is a steel sloop and was built in 1898. 
She is 180 feet long, with a beam of 33 feet, and has 
one screw. She has six four-inch guns and four three- 
pounders. Her complement is 130 officers and men. 


The final inspection of the machinery and boilers of the 
Decatur was made by Comdr. C. R. Roelker, U. 8. N., 
last week and their condition was found to be excellent. 
The Decatur will now be prepared for final transfer t 
the naval authorities and the final acceptance will not 
be delayed farther than early in March, it is expected. 

The Bainbridge, constructed by the Neafie and Levy 
Company of Philadelphia, did not succeed in completing 
the standardization runs over the Barren Island course 
but has returned to the builder’s works for further ad- 
justments and changes before making another trial. The 
Bainbridge is contracted to make a speed of 29 knots for

The Navy rtment is making strenuous efforts to 
establish a standard fitting for the several departments of 
| ships now in commission, and with this end in view 
will e 
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officers. Among the first results which this attempt has 
been able to establish is in the matter of standard bolts 
and nuts. A standard water-tight door has also been de- 
vised, and in the future these important items will be ex- 
actly alike in all ships built for the Government. Among 
other matters of like importance will be considered the 
subject of standard grate bars for the boilers of warships, 
the intention being that all ships shall have the same size 
of grate bars in all parts of the world. 


The final adjustments for payments on the Stockton, 
Shubrick and Thornton are now in progress and it is 
understood that those vessels will become the absolute 
property of the Government in a short time. 


One of the important improvements which have been in- 
troduced in the Navy is the use of rubber tiling for living 
quarters. This tiling shows a capacity for endurance far 
superior to anything which has been tried hitherto. The 
designs which have been adopted for naval use are of the 
simpler types and have given much satisfaction in use. 

The detail of the U. S. S. Dolphin for survey work 
around San Juan will give the Hydrographic Office 
of the Navy Department the first exact and valuable 
surveys of that portion of the practically uncharted waters 
of our new possessions. It is the intention te retain the 
Dolphin on this work until some time next year, and the 
results will be anticipated with the greatest interest by 
seafaring men throughout the world. 


Replying to a letter from a naval chaplain, submitting 
suggestions in favor of increasing the number and pay 
of naval chaplains and providing them with longevity 
pay, the Secretary of the Navy has published a cir- 
cular recalling the fact that an increase in the number 
of such chaplains was recommended to the last Con- 
gress. He also expresses the opinion that the present 
pay of naval chaplains—$2,300 on shore, and $2,800 at 
sea, after five years’ service—is “two or three times 
the average salary of a clergyman at large.” To the 
complaint that “the present pay table is a reflection 
upon naval chaplains and a blow at their self-respect,” 
the Secretary replies that he has not known of a resig- 
nation from the Corps of Chaplains on the ground that 
the pay impairs self-respect. After pointing out that 
naval chaplains are considerably better paid than Army 
chaplains, the Secretary, addressing his correspondent, 
concludes: “While you are entirely right in seeking 
proper compensation for service, 1 am sure you do in- 
justice to your corps and to all your naval comrades 
when you make the pay-table the controlling measure 
of the respect in which it is held.” 

A recent cable from Rear Admiral Remey to the Navy 
Department indicates that the transfer of officers from the 
Brooklyn to other ships on the Asiatic station and from 
other ships to the Brooklyn, in preparation for the depart- 
ure of the flagship for home has already made considerable 
progress. It is the desire of the Department that all 
officers who have more than a year to serve at sea shall 
be left bebind when the Brooklyn sails for the United 
States, and that those officers whose tour of dutv has be- 
come reduced below that period shall return home on the 
flayship. Many invalids will also sail for home on the 
Brooklyn. 

Commander Charles A, Adams, U. S. N., who is on 
the sick list and in the Naval Hospital, New York, has 
asked to be retired. He has served thirty years. A 
beard, of which Captain Snow is chairman, has been 
appointed to examine him. 

Acting upon a request made by the State Department, 
Secretary Long has this week ordered the gunboat 
Marietta to Colon to maintain order and protect Amer- 
ican interests. The Marietta was at Culebra Island, 
Porto Rico.

NEW RIFLE FOR THE ARMY. 


Nearly a year ago, on the 18th of May, 1901, we stated 
the Ordnance Department was experimenting with a new 
rifle which combined all the good features of the Mauser 
and the Krag-Jorgenson and was expected to supersede 
our present Service rifle. The experiments have been so 
satisfactory that arrangements are being made to manu- 
facture, at Springfield, 5,000 to be issued to the troops 


for trial. In a comparison of small arms as to their efli- 
ciency based upon a system of co-eflicients, Captain de 
Montbrison of the French Army, places the Krag-Jorgen- 
son seventh on the list, the Dutch rifle, the Roumanian, 
the Mannlicher, the Spanish rifle, the Swedish Mauser, 
the Italian Carcano-Mannlicher, and the Russian Mossini 
preceding it in the order named. As the bolt of our new 





rifle is considerably stronger than that of the 
Krag it will withstand stronger pressure with 
resulting increase in _ velocity. It is to be of 


the same calibre as the Krag, so that the change in the 
Army from one to the other may be gradual and without 
harm to the efficiency of the Service. The projectiles will 
have a velocity of 2,300 feet per second, and the piece will 
be fed by a clip similar to that of the Mauser. he maga- 
zine will be located centrally below the barrel and will 
be encased in the wooden forearm of the piece. At the 
Ordnance Department it is claimed that the question of 
the proper bayonet for a modern rifle has been solved in 
the new arm. It will have a rod bayonet which is the 
special invention of an officer of ordnance. [In all re- 
spects it is claimed at the War Department that the new 
rifle is to be far better than the Krag. 

General Crozier stated in his testimony before the 
House Military Committee that the Krag might pos- 
sibly be changed, but he said: “There is no other kind 
of gun that is in sight, and the only important im- 
provement that has come to our notice is what you 
might call the semi-automatic gun.” The defect of 


the Krag, General Crozier said, is that “the metal is 
not symmetrically distributed. ‘The magazine is on 
one side, and therefore when the gun is fired, the muz- 


zle throws to the left; as the bullet passes along its 
trajectory, it drifts to the right, as with all rifles hav- 
ing a right-hand twist. The result is that at short 
ranges the gun shoots to the left, and at long ranges, 
to the right. So that it is not possible to provide a 
sight which will compensate for both deviations.” 
Otherwise it is a thoroughly serviceable weapon.

DARING WORK OF THE MARINES. 


The Secretary of War has transmitted to the Navy 
Department a copy of the report of Major L. W. T 
Waller, U. S. M. C., of the operations of a column on 
the north and west coasts of Samar, Philippine Islands, 
together with the remarks thereon bv Brig. Gen. Jacob 
H. Smith, U. S. A., commanding Sixth Separate Bri- 
gade, gnd also of remarks thereon by Major Gen. Adna 
R. Chaffee, U. S. A., commanding Military Division 
of the Philipnines. In transmitting these papers, the 
Secretary of War sars: “I avail myself of the oppor- 
tunity to express the gratification of this department 
for the excellent work of the marines stationed in 
Southern Samar, and to join with General Smith in 
his recommendation for suitable recognition of the 
services of Major Waller and his command.” Major 
Waller's rerort follows: 

Hdaqrs. Sub-District of Samar, - Se. Brig.. 

Basey, Samar, P. I., No , 1901. 

G., 6th Sep. Brigade: 

Sir: On the 15th inst. started a second column to 
operate with the first in the Sojoton region. The second 
column went by boat to Odoc, there landed, and pro- 
ceeded by trail to Lirvan, joining the first column under 
Captain Porter. On the 16th I went with boats and 
stores to Lirvan, having previously given orders to the 
first and second columns to unite on the 16th and pro- 
ceed to the neichborhood of the enemy's stroncholds tn 
the Sojoton. where I would join them with the third 
column, and together we would force the position by 
operating from river and banks. On the march to 
Liruan the second colum, 50 men under Captain Bearss 
in accordance with mv orders. destroyed all villages ana 
houses, burning in all 165.

tions before, and they were held as a final 
rall iying point. In addition to the spears and traps there 
were innumerable rifle pits and many bamboo «uns. 


The cliffs over the river are honeycombed with caves. 
These caves are reached by bamboo ladders, also 
ledges of rock with bamboo hand rails. Tons of roc 
were suspended in cages held in position by vines. and 
in readiness to be precipitated on people and boats 
below. Instant destruction would have been the ~y of 
the boats had thev attemoted the passage of the river 
until after the cliffs had been taken. 

The cliffs were of soft stone of volcanic origin, the 
nature of pumice. It cut the men’s shoes to pleces; 
many of the men were barefooted, and all had ba feet. 
The march was heroic, and too much praise cannot be 
given the men. We in the boats were not ten minutes 
away in point of distance, but unable to reach the flank- 
ing column at this point. Two attempts were made, but 
boats struck. The troops captured and destroved 4 
bamboo guns, rice food and cuartel. It was impossible 
4 follow the enemy further. as rations gave out. and 

t became necessary to return, which we did, arriving 
~% the 19th In the afternoon. 
I wish to commend especially Capts. D. D. Porter and 
H. I. Bearss for either a medal of honor or brevet. 
These officers carried out their Instructions fn the face 
of hardships, dangers and incredible obstac'es. Not 
only was personal courage of a high order disniaved, 
but. intelligence, determination .and zeal. Esch footstep 
in the advance up the cliffs carried its own dareers. 
These captains report to me. and I in turn cordially 
indorse their recommendations of Ist Lieuts. C. C. —— 
nenter and H. R. Lav and 2d Lieut. Lient. A. C. Roge 
Where all did so well it seems impossible to distineutsh 
extraordinary service. Each one carried his life in his 
hands. Assistant Sure. J. M. Brister, U. 8. * 
esnecially recommended bv Captain Porter for his work 
and assistance. Gunnerv Seret. J. M. Quick and Acting 
Corp!. Harry Glenn, of Co. H, are eupecially mentioned, 
the first two for conspicuous conduct. Glenn ristine his 
life to pull out the fuse of the bamboo gun. Sergeant 
Quick now holds a medal of honor for Guantanamo. I 
do not believe there is anvthing too good for him. Cor- 
poral Robert Lakaye, of Co. D, for swimming the river 
unarmed in the presence of the eremy to secure bancas. 
First Sergeant Grogan, of Co. F. is esnecialty recom- 
mended by Captain Porter for his great zeal and for 
constantly encouraging the men under the most adverse 
and trying circumstances. Private Campbell is men- 
tioned for his conspicuous work with the Colt gun 
under extreme difficulty. For the river column I can 
only say that they tried to he in, but couldn't get there. 
It is my opinion, and in this IT am supported by the 
opinions of all the officers. that the presence of the boats 
in the river made it possible for the flanking column to 
reach the camp and surprise the enemy. 
The result of the work is that vears of labor have been 
destroyed by us. We have proved to the enemy that 
their oresantte nieces may be taken. We have — 
away a stroncho'd held for the last rally. As soo 
the men are in fit condition to move I shall pn a 
camp and again work up both sides of tue river, strikin 
a trail that I know to exist and which will lead vs on 
to the east coast. near Hernani. First, however, I wish 
to work southward a little, destrovine all houses end 
crops, and if possible get the rifles from Balangiea,. The 
plan has been explained to the General, meeting with 
his apvroval.

THE LATE ADMIRAL R. P. LEARY. 


U. S. S. Kearsarge, 
Culebra, Virgin Islands, Jan. 12, 1902. 

To the Editor of the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

* I hope you will be able to assign me a few lines of 
space in your valuable paper in order that I may give, s°0 
far as I am able, honor to the late Rear Admiral R. I. 
Leary, U. S. Navy, because I believe that his services re- 
flected great credit upon our Navy. 

It was my very good fortune to have stopped for 4 
few days in Guam in 1899, on my way to Manila, a few 
months after Captain Leary had assumed his duties as 
Governor of the Island. It is needless to say that the 
cotony had been much neglected and that it then possessed 
few resources. Its inhabitants were poor, without 4 
knowledge of the value of money, they were to a great 
extent diseased from the entire absence of physicians and 
they were, what we would say in more fortunate coun- 
tries, with but little idea of morality. The regeneration 
of the island was, I believe, the first opportunity which 4 
United States naval officer had ever had to demonstrate 
his fitness for such a position. When I learned what 
steps had been taken to improve all the conditions in the 
Island, what difficulties had been surmounted, and what 
results had been accomplished by Governor Leary’s wis¢ 
administration I could not express my admiration for him 
too highly then, and I have had no reason to c my 
opinion since. So far as I can judge, his orders, thoug) 
many of them were novel, were all admirably timed and 
fitted to accomplish the best results; and I noted by ob- 
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servation that the inhabitants appeared to sugrodiess 
him as an impartial administrator, a just and kindly man 
setting the best of examples in his own person, by their 
cheerful demeanor and unlimited respect which they all, 
men, women and children, showed when he met them. 
Captain Leary was fortunate in having the aid and sup- 
port of a g native priest, an accomplished linguist, and 
ove who had the real interests of the people at heart. I 
refer to Father Paloma, who was born on the Island, 
educated in Manila, and stationed in Guam. .. : 
\ fine tribute was paid to Captain Leary ig his 
administration, by several Spanish officers who ted 
Guam officially and were shown about the capital. One 
of them, noticing the great changes for the better in ev- 
ery way, said to one of our officers in substance, “Well! 
We (the Spanish) certainly did not know how to-do 
it.” meaning, to administer the Island successfully. 
Captain Leary may have had weaknesses, there are few 
of us who have none, but whenever he had the opportunity 











to display the personal traits which we esteem most 1: 
in the Navy, he always brought honor to his profession. 
And one of the evidences of the general good feeling felt 


for Admiral Leary by the people of the United States is. 
that though some of the newspapers were not unnaturally 
humorous at times at his expense, I have never read 
an article in the press which really found fault with his 
administration as our first Navai Governor of Guam. 

The Navy has indeed lost heavily from death during the 
past year; and among all of those who have passed away, 
| know of no more loyal friend, no more honorable gen- 
iieman, no one more devoted to his profession, no better 
officer in any service, than the late Comdr. C. O. Allibone, 
whose friendship I had the honor to enjoy for nearly

I wish to give you a reasonable time to close up_your 
affairs. I shall not replace you before the 20th of Janu- 
ary, 1902. On or before — vr 1 shall hope to receive 
your resignation. I make no sharp criticism of matter 
I dislike to recall, and shall remember with satisfaction 
many things.

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TREATMENT OF BOER PRISONERS. 


In spite of all that has been said about the harsh 
treatment of Boer prisoners by their British captors, 
there is another side to the story. A glimpse of it is 
afforded by the following extracts from a long letter writ- 
ten by a Boer in the prison camp near Umballa, India, 


and published in the Lahore Civil and Military Gazette: 
“On entering our tents we were rather surprised to find 
eight beds with bedding complete, a table to seat eight 
men with benches on each side, cutlery, crockery, and 
boxes to pack our clothing in. In fact it reminded us of 
home. e lighted our lamps to make sure that we were 
not mistaken ; and we did enjoy the bed after lying on the 
veldt and floor for such a length of time. Next day we 
made a regular tour in camp, and found to our delight 
that our camp was a very neat and spacious, and that 
we had a beautiful recreation ground. The latrines and 
bath houses, ete., are very satisfactory, and are yet being 
improved. We were served with cating and underclothing 
as well as boots and slippers, and must admit that 
when I read in the South African papers some three 
months ago that the prisoners were to be served out in 
India with the exact scale of stuff we received, I felt 
very doubtful on the subject, but am glad that I know 
better now. Our staff officer greatly encourages rec- 
reation, consequently we have a Rugby and Association 
football team, we also play hockey, quoits, cricket and 
do some boxing and gymnasium. The prisoners are al- 
lowed on parole to the cantonment and sports minus an 
escort, on the understanding that they must not make 
themselves conspicuous by their absence, or indulge too 
freely in the cup of Bacchus. So we smoke the pipe 
of friendship now and have done away with all ani- 
mosity unless there be such hypocrites in camp to preach 
one thing and practice the other. What we greatly ap- 
preciate is, that our sick are so well cared for, and our 
dead accorded such marked esteem.”

RE-ARMAMENT OF SWISS ARTILLERY 


The Swiss newspaper “Der Bund” of Dec. 12, 1901, 
publishes a communication from the Swiss Military De- 
partment, of which the following is a translation: 

“In accordance with a detailed report by the Board for 
the Re-armament of the Artillery, regarding the compara- 
tive trials with long-recoil guns of different constructions, 
and in accordance with a unanimous recommendation from 
the Board, the Federal Council has resolved on Dec. 5: 

“First—That an order be given to Krupp in Essen for 
1 battery of four long-recoil guns after the system pre- 
sented by that firm. 

“Second—That the Military Department be authorized 

) order a course of trials for a period of five weeks with- 
in the next year, and to procure the necessary ammuni- 
tion for testing the said battery. 

“Third—That the Military Department also be author- 
ized to procure one or two caissons, provided with all im- 
provements until now tested. 

“This resolution was taken under the supposition, that 
the appropriation of 300, frances ($60; ) for the 
continuation of the trials, for which the Federal Assem- 
bly had asked in the Budget Bill for 1902, would be grant- 
ed. This sum now being available, the continuation of 
trials will be conducted in accordance with the Federal 
Council resolution as above. The scope of these trials is 
not only to test Krupp’s long-recoil guns in battery, but 
esnecialy also to compare them with the short-recoil 
(elastic spur) gun at first recommended. A decision

OUR OFFICE OF NAVAL INTELLIGENCE. 


The New York Sun says: “A correspondent in the Lon- 
don Times pays a well-deserved compliment to our Naval 
Intelligence Office in the first of a series of articles on 
‘The War Training of the Navy.’ In discussing the 
Admiralty this correspondent finds fault with the office 
personnel and with the results of its work. “The Ad- 
miralty,’ he savs, ‘conceals its knowledge even from the 
House of Commons. We know very little as to the 
amount of traini and gunnery practice in foreign 
navie. * * * ven when Parliament insists on ob- 
taining a return of the fleets of the Powers, 
return is given without any attempt at summarizing 
the results, or any endeavor to make information fur- 
nished of practical use for purposes of discussion. We 
have to go to the American Naval Intelligence Depart- 
ment’s annual “Notes on Naval Progress” to obtain a 
summary of this information.’ The correspondent com- 
pares the few officers of the British Naval Intelligence 

fice with the 18 of the German office, and the 400 
of the Great General Staff of the German Army. In our 
Intelligence Office we have but seven officers at head- 
quarters, and only four naval attachés; but these eleven 
know their business and make reports in shape suitable 
for reference, a matter in which the British office is care- 
less. The difference is wholly to the credit of our small 
Intelligence staff.”

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


An ambitious scheme for the utilization of the rainfall 
in the Pyrenees is described by a writer in the Paris 
Figaro. It is proposed to dam the valleys all along the 
chain, hold up all the mountain torrents in a series of 
artificial lakes, regulate the overflow, run it through tur- 
bines, and so generate electric power. It is calculated 
that no less than ten million horse-power—or about 
double the horse-power employed in all the factories of 
Europe—can be obtained from the Pyrenean range, and 
supplied at about one-sixth of the cost of the power 
produced by steam. 

One suggestion contained in the gold medal essay of 
the United Service in India for 1901 is that field glasses 
be issued to all non-commissioned officers of the Army, 
the author’s idea being that their use would result in 
increased efficiency, particularly in scouting and in the 
Cavalry Service. The plan is laughed at in some quart- 
ers, but it is not altogether new, the French Government 
having issued an order only a little while ago providing 
for the issue of field glasses to one non-commissioned 
officer in each squadron of cavalry, and it is understood 
that the Service will soon be extended to the infantry 
also. It is hardly to be doubted that field . in 
the hands of non-commissioned officers would frequently 
prove of great use. 


The Supreme Court has delivered an opinion in the 
case of Leo Alexandrof, a Russian subject, under ar- 
rest in Philadelphia on a charge of being a deserter from 
the Russian cruiser Variag, holding that Alexandrof 
should be restored to the Russian Government. He came

“Speaking of night sticks,” says Jacob Riis in his en- 
tertaining work entitled “The Making of an American,”

Don’t you see the fire 
lines? Chase yourself out of here, and be quick about 
it.” The General said never a word. not

The man had a right to be there; he had none. I was 
never so much an admirer of Grant, as since that day. It 
was true tness. A ler man would have made a 
row, st upon his dignity, and demanded the punish- 
ment of the policeman.
